A CURE FOR DYSENTERY. 


The “Pioneer,” of India, where dysentery seems to 
go hand in hand with the plague, thus describes a 
simple remedy for dysentery: One part dilute sulphuric 
acid (ten parts water, one part sul. acid); one part wine 
of ipecacuanha; one part vinum opii (laudanum); five 
parts castor oil. This mixture cannot spoil by long 
standing and has the merit of always being ready for 
use. It should be given in frém five to twelve drop 
doses very frequently. In severe cases the smaller 
dose may be given as frequently as every half hour. 
The bottle should be shaken vigorously for half a min- 
ute immediately before dropping out a dose, to thorough- 
ly mix the oil. With this may be used as an external 
remedy any of the ordinary applications on_ the 
abdomen, such as hot water fomentations, mustard oil 
with a little turpentine in it, weak mustard plasters, 
etc. In severe cases nature is assisted by injecting 
once a day from a teaspoonful to an ounce of strong 
borax water. 

The occasional use of a suppository of ipecacuanha (one 
to ten grains of powder made into a gill) in the severest 
stages of dysentery is recommended as very helpful. 
Those with only a small knowledge of medicine will 
understand how to vary this prescription; as, for in- 
stance, the substitution, in case colic is present, of 
“paregoric” instead of the vinum opii. This is more 
palatable than the former. Anise oil or clove oil may 
be added to kill the taste, and also to add to the medic- 
inal value in some cases. Gum arabic solutions may 
= be added to aid in making the emulsion hold more 
easily. 

The “Pioneer” asserts that this cure was used with 
hundreds of famine orphans in India without losing 4 
case, although before it was employed the children had 
died like flies.

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THE BOERS IN THE FIELD. 


Col. Arthur Lynch, who commanded the Irish Brigade 
in the Boer war, writes in the “Independent” of the 
Boers as organizers. He says: 

“The whole country was divided into districts, and 
a veld-cornet elected by the burghers was assigned 
to each group of say three hundred burghers. In the 
field, ‘corporals’ were appointed to groups of from 
fifteen to thirty fighting men, these corporals, also, being 
generally elected. Over a certain group of veld-cornets 
in turn, say about five, was appointed a commandant, 
and over a group of about three commandants there 
was a vecht-generaal (fighting-general). 

‘Each campaign was presided over by an assistant com- 
mandant generaal, and on top of this system there was 
the commandant generaal himself—Joubert, and after 
his death, Botha. In Joubert’s time the President him- 
self used to sit with his maps in his office and every 
move was telegraphed to him. The maps were hardly 
ever useful to him, at least for the Natal campaign, for 
he knew every kop and kopje, and had fought on most 
of them. The State Secretary Reitz said to me one day: 
‘The world does not know how great Kruger is; he is 


the Moltke as well as the Bismarck of this war.’ 


“The artillery was organized on European lines, mainly 


by European officers, although the artillerists them- 
selves were generally Boers, and very fine artillerists 
they were. The artillerists were smartly drilled. When 
war was declared, the President touched a button, and 


the machinery moved, the veld-cornets notifying their 
men, Who promptly concentrated, each carrying a week’s 
provisions all ready. 

“The question of commissariat for a large force was 
solved very effectively, and with a surprisingly small 
staff of officials, by the Boer authorities. Depots for 


the commissariat were established on the railway line 
at the point nearest the lagers, and the supplies were 
obt af) by wagens from these depots. The depots 
were again supplied from a larger depot further up the 


line, and in constant communication, telegraphic and 
otherwise, with the terminal depot. These intermediate 
depots were supplied from Pretoria, where the authori- 


ties had taken over all the shops and had arranged to 
secure control of all the sources of supply of any kind 
of provisions or stock.” 

Colonel Lynch says: “Field bakeries were established 


as near to the positions as possible, and we always had 
suflicient bread in the form of plain ‘rusks,’ which lasted 
a week without getting too stale. Our system of meat 
supply was simplicity itself, but as clever as Columbus’s 
feat with the egg. We had large droves of cattle with 
us always; when we wanted fresh meat we killed an 
ox. Between times we made ‘biltong.’ Biltong con- 
sists of long strips of beef, salted, and dried in the 
sun. Parings are cut off from the stump, and the 
is always found moist and oily. It is eaten 
With a few strips, or sticks, of 
biltong in his saddle bag, and sufficient rusks, a man 
could travel comfortably for a week. On the whole, 
our commissariat was so well managed that we had

either cooked or raw. 


fodder for our horses—hay and mealies—up to the last. 
The question of water never troubled us, as we always 
lagered near a water course. 


“The English storming, except for their crushing su- 
periority of numbers, was absurd. At Spion’s Kop 
General Botha had only about sixty men under his 
hand when he pushed up the hill to dislodge six hundred 
of the Laneashire regiment who had surprised it over 
night. The space on the top of the hill was very limited, 
as Botha knew, and the smallness of his force, led by 


such a lion as himself, was a real advantage. ‘iae Eng- 
lish were slaughtered, while they could do little damage 
in return. Wrought to frenzy, they attempted to dash 
on the Boers with their bayonets, but that obsolete 
instrument of war ill served the soldiers in khaki. 
Every man was shot down, some with a dozen bullets, 
as they began their desperate charge 

“As to the English soldiers, they were badly handled, 
and the officers frequently showed little concern for 
their men. The young English officer, not the best of 
them, of course, has a tendency to show himself a snob. 
He does not treat his men with sympathy, and he does 
not know his own profession. he Boer leaders did 
all they could to take care of their men, not to coddle 
them, but to keep them efficient. 

“I acquired a great respect for the Commandant Gen- 
eral, Louis Botha. He is a man who combines the ad- 
mirable strategic skill of De Larcy with the tactical 
resources of De Wett. He is, moreover, a fighter who 
believes that the best system of defense lies in bold- 
ness of attack. It is not a merely desultory series of 
insignificant combats which is keeping the English gen- 
erals in a state of anxiety in South Africa; it is a well 
planned guerrilla warfare, by which, threatening points 
at vastly separated distances, the Boers compel the 
English to keep their whole great force on the qui vive 
at the risk of losing a score of men now and then in an 
‘ambush.’ And this is, moreover, a game that Botha 
can play for a twelve-month.”

7i, as colonel of the 2d Infantry, National Guard of 
California, he was presented a silver vase by the citi- 
zens of San Francisco for services in the Kearney riots. 
He retired from the N: i Guard as major in 1515 
He was senior major, U. 8. Engineer Brigade, and 
in command of the Ist Battalion, 2d U. 8S. V. Engineers, 
landed with the first troops in Havana, Cuba, on Noy. 
25, 1898; was at the surrender of Havana, and honor- 
ably mustered out with the regiment on May 20, 1809. 
He received a gold-and-diamond-mounted sword as a 
token of esteem from his enlisted men. Reappointed 
July 5, 1899, he was senior captain and acting major, 
2ith U. S. V. Inf. (veteran) and served with the bat- 
talion preparing for the field in the Philippines. He 
was honorably discharged Dec. 1, 1899, “for disabilities 
gained in active service in Cuba, at the head of his 
troops.” He is a member of the bar and of many 
societies. 

Colonel Savage is president of the United States Vol- 
unteer Association, of which this new publication is 
the official organ. The “Volunteer” is published in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., where the association was organ- 


ized early in the fall. It has for its aims the advance- 
ment of the American Volunteer to “all his rights, 
prtvinnes and emoluments.” i nisment will 
ught for the unemployed.

SINGULAR ACCIDENT TO H. M. 8. THUNDERER, 


While H. M. battleship Thunderer was on her way 
from Pembroke Dock to Devonport the other day an 
accident occurred to her guns, the cause of which seemed 
inexplicable. Off Milford Haven the 10-inch breech- 
loading turret guns were used at a target. A projectile 
had been placed in one of the guns and the electric cur- 
rent turned on, when there was an explosion quite 
different from that which usually accompanies the dis- 
charge of a projectile. Nothing came out of the gun ex- 
cept a few fragments of the projectile, which were 
thrown some distance from the ship. The base plate of 
the projectile was left in the gun, as well as a portion 
of the frame, and when the plate was afterwards re- 
moved the pressure of the gas left in the gun caused a 
portion of the projectile to be expelled with some force 
from the breech end of the gun. 

When the second gun was fired a hole, between two 
and three inches in diameter, was blown through the 
projectile, the outer part, together with the base plate, 
being left in the gun. In this case the base plate was 
separated from the rest of the projectile. Such a thing 
is believed never to have occurred in any ship before. 
The only explanation suggested was either that the 
powder in the projectile was damp, or that there was a 
quantity of water in the guns, The guns appeared to 
be sound. A court of inquiry on the matter was ordered.

President Schurman of Cornell, a member of the first

Do not send a sufficient force, but an 
overwhelming force. The greater preliminary cost will 
mean the greater economy in the long run.” 








SHIELDS FOR DEFENSE. 


Our article reviewing a British officer’s plea for shield 
protection for troops in the field has caused so much 
comment that we subjoin some additional views on that 
subject. Although the scheme of such defense has been 
made very attractive by illustrations, in which the 
beauties and none of the difficulties of the plan are 
shown, there are some considerations that weigh heavily 
against it. Captain Furse, the officer who speaks so 
enthusiastically for such cover, does not seem to have 
taken into due consideration the difficulty, if not the 
practical impossibility, of employing such cumbersome 
machines as his movable cylinders appear to be, and 
undoubtedly are, if at all, in any but an open country 
such as is presented by the South African veldt. It is 
fairly supposable that Captain Furse has formed his 
opinion of the value of these wheeled shields largely 
from an experience in actual war limited to the conflict 
in South Africa; otherwise conditions of trackless jun- 
gle and forest, as were present in the Spanish war in 
Cuba, or exist in the Philippines, would have raised 
objections in his mind that might have materially af- 
fected his conclusions. 

In a mountainous country the shields might prove 
absolutely useless, and it is a question whether a na- 
tion could afford to adopt any system not available in 
military operations under all conditions. 

Another question is as to the possibility of securing 
a shield whose value as a protection will not be more 
than outweighed by its disadvantages of weight and 
cumbersomeness to carry. Even the few pounds re 
quired for a shield of modern steel, when multiplied by 
the total number, would seriously handicap moving 
troops who are, as a rule, already overweighted. The 
“Civil and Military Gazette’ “suggests the plan of tell- 
ing off men to carry the shields with the regimental in- 
trenching tools, and proposes that the Government 
should call for designs for shields or models. 

In his book on the “Defense of Paris” General Ducrot 
says that “the only successful attack by the French 
on the Prussian position at Le Bourget was made by 
means of sap rollers, or hollow cylinders filled with 
earth, the men lying behind them and pushing them 
on.” Mantlets made on the principle of such rollers 
could be employed in echelon with an interval of a 
couple of paces between mantlets, and 200 of them 
could be used to cover the front of a brigade.

FRENCH VIEW OF OUR REORGANIZATION. 


The “Revue Militaire,” of Paris, discussing the 
“American Army Since the Peace with Spain,” goes 
into a lengthy and intelligent explanation of the compli- 
cations affecting the future of our military establisbh- 
ment. It may not be out of place to call attention uere 
to the fact that the war with Spain has brought us so 
prominently before the military thinkers and writers 
of Europe that the United States for a number of con- 
secutive issues has occupied the Jeading position among 
the subjects treated by the “Revue Militaire,” which 
ranks among the leading Army periodicals of the con- 
tinent. This is only one of many evidences we might 
cite of the expanding influence of this country on the 
thought of the world that has been brought about by 
the war with Spain. 

In treating of our Army, our French contemporary 
analyzes under separate heads the following six reform 
proposals, which it credits to Secretary Root: In- 
crease of the Regular Army, creation of a college of 
war, alternation between the staff and line, creation of 
the office of Chief of Artillery, increase of inspectors 
general and of cadets at the Military Academy, and 
modification of the system of advancement. We note an 
error by the “Revue” that needs correction, ss it would 
give a wrong idea of the responsiveness of the country 
to the needs of the Military Academy. It says that 
the bill increasing the cadets has been adopted by the 
Senate and “will probably be passed also by the House.” 
This bill was passed by both houses of Congress at the 
last session, and the additional cadets have been ap 
pointed now for some months, and have passed their ad- 
mission examinations and entered the Academy.

The War Department will, in the course of a fcw 
weeks, formulate a method and system for a compre 
hensive curriculum to be carried out in all of the col- 
leges of the country where a military officer has been 
detailed for instructor and tactical officer. The inter 
tion is to bring these various institutions into touch 
with the existing state of affairs at West Point, in 
order that a definite method may be pursued through- 
out the country in the important matter of military 
instruction as a preparation for the enlargement of the 
militia system already in operation in several of the 
States. Many inquiries have been received in Waslr 
ington in relation to this matter, and the impression 
gains ground daily that the time is ripe for a complete 
modification of present ideas in regard to including 4 
military drill with the other portions of a collegiate and 
university education. It is believed the larger number 
of college professors and teachers will favor this ides 
when properly presented, and there will, it is hoped. 
be no great difficulty in the institution of a genuine 
military curriculum among the numerous institutions 
of learning throughout the length and breadth of this 
country. Indirectly the Army will be a gainer by some 
such definite method of military instruction in the col 
leges, and the impression is abroad that the standard for 
entry to West Point should be raised as soon as the 
new idea has had a chance for action among the stu 
dents of the country. 
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SECRETARY ROOT’S ARMY BILL. 


We publish in full this week the important bill for the 
reorganization of the Army prepared by the War De- 
partment. In a letter accompanying this bill Secretary 
Root calls the attention of the committee of the House 
of Representatives to the fact that the Army as organ- 
ized under the present law will cease to exist on July 1, 
1901, and thereafter will consist of a total enlisted 
strength of 29,025 men. Without further legislation, he 
says, the volunteers now in the service must be dis- 
charged on July 1, 1901, and the Regular Army reduced 
from 65,000 to 29,025 men. Continuing, the letter says: 

“Without leaving much, if any, margin for sickness, 
such as the campaigns of the last two years warn us 
must be counted as an important factor in any occupation 
by the Army, peaceful or warlike, of many of the islands 
which constitute the Philippine group, the strength 
thus fixed must prove utterly inadequate, leaving out of 
consideration the service in the United States, in Porto 
Rico and, for the time being, in the island of Cuba. 

“The Army is confronted with many serious problems, 
the solution of which demands not only intelligence and 
wisdom, but a showing of well organized force in the 
new possessions. The history of our Indian wars is re- 
plete with incidents showing the futility of sending an 
inadequate force to bring into subjection hostile natives, 
such as those occupying the Philippine Islands. It is 
presumed under these conditions that Congress will pro- 
vide a sufficient number of men to care for the coast de- 
fence fortifications; to provide garrisons for the more or 
less permanent posts on the Canadian and Mexican bor- 
ders, and those scattered through the Indian country, 
small garrisons in Porto Rico and Cuba, and a sufficient 
force in the Philippine Islands to restore order and 
establish peaceful and stable conditions of government. 

“In the preparation of the present bill the minimum 
number of men is fixed for each organization with a pro- 
viso that the President may, in his discretion, increase 
the number of enlisted men in any troop, battery or com- 
pany, provided that the total number of enlisted men 
authorized for the Army by Congress shall not at any 
time be exceeded. By the adoption of this plan the ab- 
solute fixed strength of the Regular Army can be shown 
at a glance, and any increase of numbers above the 
minimum will be limited by such authority as may be 
conveyed from time to time by the Congress. The peace 
strength of each troop, battery and company is fixed in 
this bill as now authorized by existing law. The number 
of regiments has been increased by five of cavalry, five 
of infantry, numbers which would correspond to five 
regiments of artillery and two battalions of engineers. 
As the increase in the artillery is intended for the sea- 
coast defences, the only increase of the negular Army 
for field service will be ten additional regiments of cay- 
alry and infantry and the two battalions of engineers. 
Authority is asked in this bill to raise a provisional force 
of natives in the island of Porto Rico and also in the 
Philippine Islands. The organization of the native troops 
in the Philippine Islands will, under the peculiar condi- 
tions existing there, be proceeded with slowly and with 
great care. 

“The bill contains provisions for a better distribution 
of chaplains, for authorizing veterans of the war with 
Spain to wear, on occasions of ceremony, their uniforms, 
similar to the authority given by Congress to veterans 
of the Civil War; authority for the retirement, with an 
increased grade, of veterans of the two wars—the Civil 
War and the war with Spain; for the addition of a nurse 
corps, the necessity for which has been developed during 
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the last two years; for preliminary surveys for the estab- 
lishment of camps for the militia and Regular Army; 
authorizing the President to appoint chiefs to vacancies 
occurring in the staff corps and departments from the 
Army at large, and the introduction of the detail system 
into several of the staff corps and departments. 

“To replace the Volunteers and Regulars who will be 
discharged prior to July 1, and give an Army of sufli- 
cient size to meet the exigencies now confronting it, or 
such as may hereafter occur, provision has been made 
so that the President may increase the number of en- 
listed men without the creation of new organizations. 
The bill provides for a minimum and maximum organiza- 
tion as follows:

The Porto Rico regiment, when recruited to tiree 
battalions, will have a minimum strength of 816 and 
a maximum of 1,836 enlisted men. 

“Under the act of March 2, 1899, authorizing a force 
of 35,000 volunteers, one regiment of cavalry, twenty- 
four regiments of infantry and two battalions of Porto 
Rico troops were enlisted. The experience of the De- 
partment in placing Regular officers at the head of these 
regiments and causing them to be enlisted and drilled 
under a number of experienced officers has been most 
satisfactory in putting into the field thoroughly good 
and serviceable organizations in a remarkably short 
time, but the experiment has been a most expens ve 
one for the country, compared to what would have 
been the case had the same number of troops been 
raised for three years’ service as Regulars. This excess 
of cost arises from the necessity of sending these regi- 
ments many thousand miles away from home for a 
short term of service, during which the allowances are 
much greater than would be the case if their service 
extended over three years. 

“The necessity for returning them home for discharge 
on July 1, 1901, makes the average cost of their main- 
tenance very high compared to that of Regulars enlisted 
in the ordinary way for three years. The regiments 
were placed in camps, which had to be hired for the pur- 
pose, and they drew their first year’s clothing and al- 
lowances, which are very much larger than for any 
other year; whereas they will render only an average 
of one and one-half years’ active service. Estimates 
have been prepared as to the excess of cost of such 
a body of Volunteers, rendering from one and one-half 
to two years’ service, over the cost of a force of similar 
strength enlisted for three years’ service, and the total 
estimate of the various supply departments shows the 
excess to be $16,374,009. It will, therefore, be seen 
that it will be more economical to obtain the increased 
strength of the Army required at the present time, as 
provided under the bill submitted herewith,.than will 
be the case if more Volunteer regiments are raised. 

“For short terms of service and during war when 
large numbers of men are required, the country must 
always rely, as it has done in the past, upon the volun- 
teer soldier; but the conditions now confronting the 
Department demand that it shall have at hand a suf- 
ficient number of regular regiments to furnish the gar- 
risons and perform the work now required of the Arniy. 
The number of regiments must be sufficient to enable 
the Department to relieve regiments from time to time 
from duty outside the United States. The experience 
of the last two years has shown that it will be next 
to impossible to continue the American troops indefi- 
nitely in the Philippines without relief.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs met this 
week and began its consideration of the Secretary’s 
bill and that of General Miles, both of which appear 
elsewhere. A general disposition to give the War 
Department an army of adequate size was shown by 
all the members of the committee. From reports which 
have been received by the War Department from the 
various recruiting officers it is evident that there will 
not be the slightest difficulty in obtaining, on short 
notice, more than a sufficient number of recruits to 
bring the Regular Army up to at least 100,000 men. 
It is believed that many of the men now in the Army, 
whose term of enlistment expires June 30, 1901, will 
re-enlist. 


SANITARY INSPECTIONS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


In the annual report of Col. Greenleaf, Chief Surgeon 
of the Division of the Philippines, which was reviewed 
in our issue of Nov. 17, the subject of sanitary inspec- 
tions is dealt with, and the hope is expressed that Con- 
gress will appreciate the importance of the matter and 
provide for authorized medical inspectors. The need of 
these is evidenced among many other instances of the 
kind by the report of a medical officer in Mindanao, who 
states that until typhoid fever was discovered, the drink- 
ing water was not sterilized, but that since then it has 
been sterilized and the fever has ceased to threaten the 
command. The Quartermaster’s Department has been 
active in its efforts to supply the necessary apparatis for 
the dry earth system for the disposal of human excreta, 
and most of the posts are using this method with good 
results. ; 

The war has not only impoverished the native 
tion, but the insurgent army has drawn to it all av 





medical supplies and native physicians; and in 
quence there has been much suffering among the oxt- 
lying. residents of the islands because of the lack of 
even the simplest medical remedies, Under the super- 
vision of Major L. M. Maus, Surgeon, U. 8. A., formerly 
Chief Surgeon Department of Northern Luzon, a system 
of medical charity has been organized, and thousands of 
Filipinos have been benefited. The result of wholesale 
vaccination of the natives has been to reduce the amount 
of smallpox in the islands to such an extent that it is 
no longer a serious menace, 2 Sh 

Discussing the Army ration, Colonel Greenleaf says it 
does not appear, after careful observation, that the food 
furnished by the present ration produces sickness either 
by its variety, character or quality, provided it is properly 
cooked and eaten in moderation. On the eontrary, he 
declares that it has been found that the intestinal dis- 
orders of the tropics are due mostly to specific germs, 
and only in exceptional cases are induced by errors of 
diet; so far as he now kndéwWs the water of the country 
is the chief carrier, and when this is sterilized, the 
main factor in the production and propagation of this 
class of disease is eliminated.

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HAVANA'S SANITARY CONDITION. 


Major W. C. Gorgas, Surgeon, U. 8. A., and Chief 
Sanitary Officer at Havana, Cuba, in his report of vital 
statistics for October shows that the general death rate 
for the month makes a very favorable showing as com- 
pared with the past four months, being less by eleven 
deaths than the smallest figure shown. There have been 
507 deaths, a death rate of 25.08, in a population of 
242,055. This is less than the rate for any October in 
the past decade. There were 74 deaths from yellow 
fever, and while this is large for October, it is not, as 
has been reported in many of the papers of the United 
States, as large as that for October in many of the 
preceding years. The immigration continues to increase 
and is the great cause of the-comparatively large nafmber 
of yellow fever cases, ) 

Among the many exaggerated réports as to yellow 
fever published widely was one that every block in 
Havana had from one to seventeen cases. As a matter 
of fact there have been since the first of last January 
968 cases occurring in 397 out of the 857 occupied 
blocks in Havana. In 224 blocks there was but one 
case, and only two blocks approximated the report 
mentioned. This year there have been so far 236 deaths 
from yellow fever; in "06 there were 1,282 and in ‘97 
858. Few years in the past ten years show as few 
deaths as this year. Major Gorgas calls attention to 
these facts to emphasize the statement that yellow 
fever is not very general in its distribution in Havana 
as is reported, and not by any means as universal as-is 
generally believed. 

The report shows that a large amount of cleaning, 
disinfecting and active sanitary work has been dove 
during the month. 
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Mr. Frank P. Blair, of Chicago, Ill., Carter's at- 
torney in the recent habeas corpus procedings, in speak- 
ing of courts-martial, says of them that they are well 
enough to try summarily, strictly military offences, 
such as drunk on duty, absence without leave, de- 
sertion, cowardice, mutiny and the like; and he solemnly 
affirms from an extensive experience with such tribunals 
and from service in the Army itself, that to bring an 
officer to trial before a court-martial upon such charges 
as Carter was tried upon is simply to convict him before 
he is arraigned. Now let us see what experience Mr. 
Blair had in the Army. Cullum’s register says that he 
was at the Military Academy from 1873 to 1877, when 
he was graduated in June of that year, joined his regi- 
ment, the 3d Art., on Oct. 6, 1877, remained on duty 
with it wntil August, 1879, obtained a college détail in 
Missouri, remained so absent until Sept. 1881 and was 
then granted a leave of absenée, on the expiration of 
which he rejoined. His experience, therefore, in the 
Army as an additional 2d lieutenant and as a 24 lieu 
tenant on duty with the Army covered a period of only 
twenty months. As far as known, he has been counsel 
before courts-martial in the cases of Paddock, Maney, 
Pague and Carter. Comment upon his extensive experi- 


ence, and service twenty years ago, in the light of the _ 


foregoing facts is unnecessary.

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BILL PROPOSED BY GENERAL MILES. 


Lieutenant General Miles has submitted the draft of 
a proposed bill for the reorganization of the Army. 
It provides for 3,917 officers and 81,816 enlisted men, 
a grand total of 85,733, and is based upon the theory 
of one soldier to each 1,000 of population, as follows: 


Estimated population of the U. S.......... 76,295,220 
Estimated population of dependencies...... 13,500,000

Of the enlisted force 5,086 are non-combatants, di- 
vided as follows: Q. M. Dept., 1,000; Sub. Dept., 500; 
Engineers, 2,276; Ordnance, 590; Signal Corps, 720. 
This includes 150 post Q. M. sergeants; T5 Q. M. ser- 
geants, first class; 100 Q. M. sergeants; 100 corporals 
Q. M. Corps; 150 Com. sergeants; 75 sergeants and 
75 corporals Com. Dept.; 60 sergeants and 78 corporals 
O. D. Each regiment of cavalry, infantry and field 
artillery is to have 1,200 enlisted men, and each regi- 
ment of heavy artillery, 1,195. The tables which follow 
sum up the twenty-eight sections of the bill with the 
exception of the following provisos: 

That the President may, in his discretion, convert 
such field batteries as may seem to him to be necessary 
from time to time into siege batteries or mountain bat- 
teries. That the commanding general of the Army 
may transfer officers. from one branch of the artillery 
to the other when, in his judgment, such transfer will 
be in the best interest of the service. 

That the Army be organized on the basis of two Army 
corps of three divisions of three brigades of three regi- 
ments each, and a reserve division of ten regiments. 

Sec. 8. That all vacancies created or caused by the 

rovisions of this act above the grade of captain in the 
~ of the Army shall be filled by ———— according 
to seniority in the several arms. ‘o equalize promo- 
tions in the lower grades the lieutenants of cavalry, 
artillery and infantry in service on the date of the pas- 
sage of this act shall be placed on one list according to 
relative rank. There shall then be selected for promo- 
tion, according to seniority, a sufficient number of them 
to fill the vacancies in the grade of captain in the cav- 
alry, artillery and infantry. When thus selected, they 
shall be commissioned, as far as practicable, in the arm 
to which they belonged as lieutenants. The lieutenants 
remaining after the vacancies in the grade of captain 
shall have been filled shall be distributed proportionately 
in the cavalry, artillery and infantry, and shall be as- 
signed, as far as practicable, to the several arms to 
which they belonged at the time of the passage of this 
act; and thereafter they shall be promoted as now pro- 
vided for by law. 

Sec. 22. That the President may, in his discretion, in- 
crease or decrease the number of enlisted men in any 
troop, battery, company or corps, provided the total 
strength of the Army is not increased beyond the num- 
bers prescribed by this act. 

Sec. 25. That original appointments and promotions 
in the Army shall be made, as far as practicable, by 
seniority, where the senior possesses the necessary qual- 
ifications, which will be determined by efficiency, phys- 
ical and mental! excellence, experience, commendable 
services and record, and general qualifications and fit- 
ness to discharge the duties of the office to which the 
officer is available for appointment. 

Sec. 26. That in order to promote pe general welfare 
of the service, as well as the experience and efficiency 
of the officers, transfers may be made below the rank 
of colonel, from one arm of the service to the other; 
or, from the staff to the line of the Army, and vice 
versa, whenever the best interests of the service may 
warrant such transfer. 

Sec. 27. That the corps of cadets shall consist of one 
from each Congressional district, one from each terri- 
tory, one from the District of Columbia, two from each 
State at large and thirty from the United States at 
large. They shall be appointed by the President, and 
shall, with the exception of the thirty cadets appointed 
from the United States at large, be actual residents of 
the Congressional or territorial districts, or of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or of the States, respectively, from 
which they purport to be appointed. 

Sec. 28. That the President is hereby authorized to 
organize an auxiliary force of twenty thousand men to 
serve for three years, unless sooner discharged, when- 
ever, in his opinion, such force is necessary.

In a letter to the Secretary of War accompanying this 
bill General Miles says: 

“It will be observed that as far back as 1814 our 
Government authorized an Army of 4 men. Within 
seven years it was reduced to 6,126. In the reorgani- 
zation of 1866 its strencth was 54.641. and ten years 
later it was reduced to 27.472. In 1898 Congress author- 
ized its increase to 68,069—its present strength—with- 


out, however, increasing or perfecting its permanent 
organization, and for the last two years the officers of 
the Army have been req 


uired to do more than double. 
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duty in the care of and in command of such a large 
force serving in different parts of the world. 

“The time has now arrived for the establishment of a 
more perfect organization, and I feel convinced that it 
would be wise and patriotic to fix a standard of strength 
upon which the Army could be judiciously maintained. 

“The advisability of organizing an Artillery Corps in 
place of the regimental organizations has been advocated 
by some good authorities. There is no necessity for 
establishing another bureau in Washington, and there 
is no more reason for organizing an Artillery Corps 
than there would be to organize corps for the Infantry 
and Cavalry, each having a chief in Washington; and 
considering all the requirements of our heavy artillery 
and the varied nature of its service, I think such a 
course would be inadvisable. The regiments now in 
service have a just pride in their history and in the 
glory of their achievements. It is impossible to organ- 
ize afi artillery corps with batteries suitable for every 
fortification, but a regiment can be distributed or con- 
centrated as the exigencies of the service may require. 
This has been done in the past, and the same course 
can well be followed in the future. While the heavy 
artillery regiments are efficient for the defence of the 
coast, at the same time they, being armed, drilled and 
equipped the same as infantry, are always avdilable to 
act as such. The heavy batteries of the 3d and 6th 
Regiments of artillery have been doing duty in the 
Philippine Islands in this way for two years. I there- 
fore recommend the retention of the regimental organi- 
zation as being the best unit as well as the most econ- 
omical. 

“The vast extent of our country and the requirements 
of the Service will make in the future, as in the past, 
a strong cavalry force indispensable. / 

“The very great improvements that have been made 
in field artillery, including automatic and machine guns, 
render that arm of the Service most important, necessi- 
tating the maintenance of a reasonable proportion of 
field artillery, to be formed into siege, field and moun- 
tain batteries. 

“The skill required to keep effective the coast and field 
artillery and the cavalry, and the very great expense 
incident thereto, render it imperative that these arms 
of the Service should be maintained by the genera] Gov- 
ernment, and they cannot be mainthined and rendered 
effective by the States. 

“In order to make the Army more homogeneous and 
give to the officers the largest measure of experience 
and best opportunities of acquiring knowledge of our 
own country and its military necessities as they pass 
through the various grades from the lowest to the high- 
est, there should be a rotation in service of the officers 
in the different arms and also between the line and staft 
of the Army up to the higher grades, and I therefore 
earnestly renew my recommendation that the Presi- 
dent be authorized to transfer them from one arm of the 
Service to another and from the line to the staff, 
and vice versa, as the best interests of the Service may 
require, I recommend that in the appointment of officers 
under this reorganization their commendable records, 
long and valuable experience and services, as well as 
their professional acquirements, be carefully considered, 
and that their just interests and future status be duly 
protected. In order to assist the Executive in determin- 
ing the relative merits of the different officers, I would 
recommend that a board of at least five of the senior 
officers of the Army be convened to consider the char- 
acter and qualifications of those officers available for 
appointment, and make such recommendations as would 
best: promote the welfare of the service. 

“The present condition of the Army, and the large 
reduction required by existing laws in our military 
force, render early legislative action imperative.” 
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SECRETARY ROOT’S ARMY BILL. 


In the House of Representatives. A bill for the 
reorganization of the Army of the United States and 
for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the approval 
of this bill the Army of the United States shall consist 
of 15 regiments of cavalry, a corps of artillery, 30 regi- 
ments of infantry, 1 lieutenant general, 6 major generals, 
15 brigadier generals, an Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment, an Inspector General’s Department, a Judge Ad- 
vocate’s Department, a Quartermaster’s Department, a 
Subsistence Department, a Medical Department, a Pay 
Department, an Engineer Corps, an Ordnance Depart- 
ment, a Signal Corps, the chaplains, the officers of the 
Record and Pension Office, the officers and enlisted men 
of the Army on the retired list, the professors, corps 
of cadets, the Army Service detachment and band at 
the United States Military Academy, and such other 
officers and enlisted men as may hereinafter be pro- 
vided for: Provided, That when a vacancy shall occur 
through death, retirement, or other separation from 
active service, in the office of storekeeper, now pro- 
vided for by law in the Quartermaster’s Department 
and Ordnance Department, respectively, said office shall 
cease to exist. 

Sec. 2. Each regiment of cavalry shall consist of 1 
colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 3 majors, 15 captains, 15 
first lieutenants, and 15 second lieutenants; 2 veteri- 
narians, 1 sergeant major, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 
commissary sergeant, 3 squadron sergeants major, 1 
coler sergeant with rank, pay and allowances of squad- 
ron sergeant major, 1 band and 12 troops organized into 
3 squadrons of 4 troops each. Of the officers herein 
provided, 3 captains shall be available for detail as 
adjutant, quartermaster and commissary, and 3 first 
Meutenants shall be available for detail as squadron 
adjutants, and 3 second lieutenants shall be available 
for duty as squadron quartermasters and commissaries. 
Squadron adjutants shall receive $1,800 per annum and 
the allowances of first lieutenants; squadron quarter- 
masters and commissaries shall receive $1,600 per annum 
and the allowances of second lieutenants. Each cavalry 
band shall be organized as now provided by law. Each 
troop of cavalry shall consist of 1 captain, 1 first lieu- 
tenant, 1 second lieutenant, 1 first sergeant, 1 quarter- 
master sergeant, 6 sergeants, 6 corporals, 2 cooks, 2 
farriers and blacksmiths, 1 saddler, 1 wagoner, 2 trum- 
peters and 43 privates; the commissioned officers to be 
assigned from among those hereinbefore authorized: 
Provided, That the President, in his discretion, may in- 
crease the number of corporals in any troop of cavalry 
to 8 and the number of privates to 76, but the total 
number of enlisted men authorized for the whole Army 
shall not, at any time, be exceeded. 

Sec. 3. That the regimental organization of the artil- 
lery arm of the United States Army is hereby discon- 
tinued, and that arm is constituted and designated as 
the artillery corps. It shall be organized as hereinafter 
specified and shall belong to the line of the Army. 

Sec. 4. That the artillery corps shall comprise two 
branches—the coast artillery and the field artillery. The 
coast artillery is defined as that portion eharged with 
the care and use of the fixed and movable elements of 
land and coast fortifications, including the submarine 
mine and torpedo defenses; and the field artillery as 
that rtion accompanying an army in the field, and 
including field and light artillery proper, horse artil- 
lery, siege artillery; mountain artillery, and also ma- 
chine gun batteries: Provided, That this shall not be 
construed to limit the authority of the Secretary of 
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War to order coast artillery to any duty which the 
public service demands or to prevent the use;:jof 
machine or other field s by any other arm of »the 
service under the direction of the etary of War, 

Sec. 5, That all officers of artillery shall be placed on 
one list in respect to promotion, according to seniority 
in their several grades, and shall be assigned to seniority 
or to field artillery according to their special aptitude 
for the respective services. 
hat the artillery eoepe shall consist of a 
‘chief of artillery who shall be selected and detailed by 
the President from the colonels of artillery, and who, 
while so serving as chief of artillery, shall have the 
rank, pay and allowances of a brigadier general of the 
Army,, whose duties shall be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War; 14 colonels, one of whom shall be the 
chief of artillery; 13 lieutenant colonels, 39 majors, 182 
captains, 198 first lieutenants, 192 second lieutenants, and 
the captains and lieutenants provided for in this sec- 
tion not required for duty with batteries or companies 
shall be availabie for duty as staff officers o the 
various artillery garrisons and such other details as 
may be authorized by law and regulations; 21 sergeants 
major with the rank, pay and allowances of regimental 
sergeants major of infantry; 27 sergeants major with the 
rank, pay and allowances of battalion sergeants major 
of infantry; one electrician sergeant to each coast artil- 
lery post, having electrical appliances; 30 batteries of 
field artillery, 126 batteries of coast artillery, and 10 
bands, organized as now authorized by law for artillery 
regiments: Provided, That the aggrégate number of en- 
listed men for the artillery, as provided under this act, 
shall not exceed 18,920, exclusive of electrician sergeants: 
And provided, That whenever a colonel serving as chief 
of artillery shall be retired by reason of age, injury or 
disease incident to the service, or by reason of iength 
of service, he shall have the retired pay and allowances 
of brigadier general. 

Sec. 7. That each company of coast artillery shall be 
organized as is now prescribed by law for a battery of 
artillery: Provided, That the enlisted strength of any 
company may be fixed, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War, according to the requirements of the service 
to which it may be assigned: And provided, That first 
class gunners shall receive two dollars a month, and 
second and third class gunners one dollar per month in 
addition to their pay. 

Sec. 8 That each battery of field tne shall be 
organized as is now prescribed by law, and the enlisted 
strength thereof shall be fixed under the direction of the 
Secretary of War. - 

Sec. 9. That the increase herein provided for the artil- 
lery shall be made as follows: Yot less than 20 per 
centum before July 1, 1901, and not less than 20 per centum 
each succeeding twelve months until the total number 
provided for in this bill shall have been attained. All 
vacancies created or caused by this act shall be filled 
by promotion according to seniority in the artillery arm. 
Second lieutenants of infantry or cavalry may, in the 
discretion of the President, be transferred to the artil- 
lery arm, taking rank therein according to length of ser- 
vice as commissioned officers, and such transfers shall 
be subject to approval by a board of artillery officers ap- 
pointed to pass upon the capacity of such officers for 
artillery service. 

That each regiment of infantry shall consist 
of 1 colonel, 1 lieutenant colonel, 3 majors, 15 captains, 
15 first lieutenants, and 15 second lieutenants; 1 sergeant 
major, 1 quartermaster sergeant, one commissary ser- 
geant, 3 battalion sergeants major, 2 color sergeants, 
with rank, pay and allowances of battalion sergeants 
major, 1 band and 12 companies, organized into 3 bat- 
talions of 4 companies each. Of the officers herein pro- 
vided, 3 captains shall be available for detail as adju- 
tant, quartermaster and commissary, and 3 first lieuten- 
ants shall be available for detail as battalion adjutants, 
and 3 second lieutenants shall be available for duty as 
battalion quartermasters and commissaries.

Sec. 11. That the enlisted force of the cage of engi- 
neers shall consist of 1 band and 3 battalions of engineers. 
The engineers band shall be organized as now provided 
by law for bands of infantry regiments. Each battalion 
of engineers shall consist of 1 sergeant major, 1 quarter- 
master sergeant, and 4 companies. Each company of en- 
gineers shall consist of 1 first sergeant, 1 quartermaster 
sergeant, with the rank, pay and allowances of sergeant, 
8 sergeants, 10 corporals, 2 musicians, 2 cooks, 38 first 
class and 38 second class privates: Provided, That the 
President may, in his disoretion, increase the number of 
sergeants in any company of engineers to 12, the number 
of corporals to 18, the number of first class privates to #, 
and the number of second class privates to 64, but the 
total number of enlisted men authorized for the whole 
Army shall not, at any time, be exceeded. 

Sec. 12. That the President is authorized to appoint, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, chap- 
lains in the Army at the rate of 1 for each regiment of 
cavalry and infantry in the United States service, and 
12 for the corps of artillery, with the rank, pay _ and al- 
lowances of captains of infantry: Provided, That no 
person shall be appointed a chaplain in the Regular 
Army who shall have passed the age of 35 years, nor 
until he shall have established his fitness as required by 
existing law: And provided, That the office of post-chap- 
lain is abolished, and the officers now holding commis- 
sions as chaplain, or who may hereafter be appointed 
chaplain, shall be assigned to regiments or to the corps 
of artillery. Chaplains may be assigned to such stations 
as the Secretary of War shall direct, and they may be 
transferred from one branch of the service, or from one 
regiment to another, by the Secretary of War, without 
further commission. When serving in the field chaplains 
shall be furnished with necessary means of transporta- 
tion by the Quartermaster’s Department. 

Sec. 13. That the Adjutant-General’s Department shall 
consist of 1 adjutant general with the rank as now fixed 
by statute; 5 assistant adjutants general with the rank 
of colonel; 7 assistant adjutants general with the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, and fifteen assistant adjutants 
general with the rank of major: Provided, That all 
vacancies created or caused by this section shall, as far 
as possible, be filled by promotion according to seniority 
of officers of the Adjutant General's Department. 

Sec. 14. That the Inspector General's Department shall 
consist of 1 inspector general with the rank of colonel, 
4 inspectors with the rank of lieutenant colonel. and 9 
inspectors with the rank of major: Provided, That all 
vacancies created or caused by this section shall be filled, 
as far as possible, by promotion according to seniority 
of officers of the Inspector General's Department. 

Sec. 15. That the Judge Advocate’s Department shall 
consist of 1 judge advocate with the rank of brigadier 
general, 2 judge advocates with the rank of colonel, 3 
judge advocates with the rank of lieutenant colonel, 6 
judge advocates with the rank of major, and for each 
geographical department or tactical division of troops 
not provided with a judge advocate from the list of offi- 
cers holding permanent commissions in the Judge Advo- 
eate’s Department, 1 judge advocate with the rank, pay 
and allowances of captain, mounted. Promotions to va- 
eancies above the grade of major, created or caused by 
this act, shall be made according to the rules of seniority 
from officers now holding commissions in the Judge Advo- 
cate’s Department. Vacancies created or caused by this 
act in the grade of major may be filled by_appointment 
of officers holding commissions as major and judge advo- 
eate of Volunteers during the war with Spain, but no 
such Volunteer officer, except Regular officers holding 
Volunteer commissions, shall be appointed whose age 
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exceeds 44 years, nor shall any officer be appointed until 
he shall have established his moral, men and physical 
fitness ander such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of War. Vacancies which may occur 
hereafter in the de of major in the Judge Advocate’s 
Depasteaeee sh. be filled by selection of officers of 
the line. 

Vacancies in the grade of captain in the Judge Advyo- 
eate’s Department shall be filled by detail from the 
line of the Army of officers of the grade of captain or 
first lieutenant, and while so serving shall continue to 
hold their commissions in the arm of the service to 
which they permanently belong. Upon completion of a 
tour of duty not emacens four years, they shall be re- 
turned to the arm in which commissioned, and shall not 
be again detailed until they shall have completed two 
years auty with the arm of the service in which com- 
missioned. 

Sec. 16. That the Quartermaster’s Department shall 
consist of 1 quartermaster general with the rank of 
brigadier general, 6 quartermasters with the rank of 
colonel, 9 quartermasters with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, 18 quartermasters with the rank of major, 
quartermasters with the rank of captain, mounted; the 
military storekeeper, now provided for by law, and 150 

st quartermaster sergeants: Provided, That all vacan- 
cies in the grade of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major, 
created or caused by this section, shall be filled by peo 
motion according to seniority, as now prescribed by law. 
That to fill vacancies in the grade of captain created by 
this act in the Quartermaster’s Department, the Presi- 
dent is authorized to appoint officers of Volunteers whose 
age at date of appointment does not exceed 36 years and 
whose professional and physical fitness have been estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 17. That the Subsistence Department shall consist 
of 1 commissary general with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, 3 commissaries with the rank of colonel, 4 com- 
missaries with the rank of lieutenant colonel, 9 commis- 
saries with the rank of major, 27 commissaries with the 
rank of captain, mounted, and 150 commissary sergeants, 
who shall, hereafter, be known as post commissary ser- 
geants: Provided, That all vacancies in the grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel and major, created or caused 
by this section, shall be filled by promotion according to 
seniority, as now prescribed by law. That to fill vacan- 
cies in the grade of captain created by this act in the 
Subsistence Department, the President is authorized to 
appoint officers of Volunteers whose age at date of ap- 
pointment does not exceed 36 years and whose profes- 
sional and physical fitness have been established to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of ar. 

Sec. 18. That the Medical Department shall consist of 
1 surgeon general with the rank of brigadier general, 
§ surgeons with the rank of colonel, 12 surgeons with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, 60 surgeons with the rank of 
major, 240 assistant surgeons with the rank of captain 
or first Heutenant, the hospital corps, as now authorized 
by law, and the nurse corps: Provided, That all the va- 
eancies in the grade of colonel, lieutenant colonel and 
major, created or caused by this section, shall be filled 
by promotion according to seniority, subject to the ex- 
amination now prescribed by law: And provided, That 
the period during which any assistant surgeon shall have

They shall be entitled to quarters, subsistence and 
medical attendance during illness, and they may be 
granted leaves of absence for days, with pay, for 
each calendar year; and, when serving as chief nurses, 
their pay may be increased by authority of the Secre- 
tary of War, such increase not to exceed $25 per month. 
Payments to the Nurse Corps shall be made by the 
Pay Department. 

Sec. 20. That the Pay Department shall consist of 1 
paymaster general with the rank of brigadier general, 3 
paymasters with the rank of colonel, 4 paymasters with 
the rank of Heutenant colonel, 9 paymasters with the rank 
of major, 27 paymasters with the rank of captain: Pro- 
vided, That all vacancies in the grades of colonel and

So long as there 
remain surplus majors, an equal number of vacancies 
shall be held in the grade of captain, so that the total 
number of paymasters authorized by this section shall 
not be exceeded at any time. 

Sec. 21. That the Corps of Engineers shall consist of 
l chief of engineers with the rank of brigadier general, 7 
colonels, 14 Heutenant colonels, 28 majors, 40 captains, 
first lieutenants and 30 second lieutenants. The enlisted 
force provided in Section 11 of this act and the officers 
(serving therewith) shall constitute a part of the line of 
the Army: Provided, That vacancies in the Corps of En-

When the house physician took his temperature and 
found it to be 112, and the patient showing no sign of 
early dissclution, he Was astonished. The next day 
other physicians were summoned and a Government 
thermometer aquest and the mark of 127 was reached, 
and for several days in succession Bruce’s temperature 
has reached this mark. A peculiar circumstance is that 
Bruce’s pulse does not go up in proportion to his tem- 
perature. Physicians figure that the pulse which nor- 
mally beats 72 times to the minute rises ten beats for 
every degree of temperature. Figuring from the normil 
temperature of 98, it will be seen that Bruce’s pulse 
should be 362 beats to the minute to keep pace with his 
temperature when at 127. And yet the highest his pulse 
has been is 104. The only explanation given as to Bruce's 
condition is that a bullet which pierced his mouth 
landed in the heat center of the brain, causing the 
wonderfully high temperature without the ill effects 
which come from feyer or inflammation. Bruce says 
he is a nephew of Ian Maclaren.

RECENT DEATHS. . 

Brevet Col. Rodney M. Taylor, U. S. V.. (cap- 
tain, U. S. A., retired), who died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease in Buffalo, N. Y., Noy. 5, 1900, was a well-known 
ofticer of long and distinguished service. He was born 
in Dryden, Tompkins County, N. Y., Sept. 19, 1820. In 
1862 he organized a company of cavalry in Buffalo, to 
which city he had removed in 1847, and with it joined 
the 12th New York Cavalry, serving as captain. In 
184 he was made a major, in 1865 a brevet colonel and 
was honorably mustered out in July, 1865, having parti- 
cipated in some of the fiercest battles in the Rebellion, 
and earned a magnificent .reputation for bravery. 
On July 28, 1866, he joined the Regular Army as first 
lieutenant. He was assigned to the 12th Infantry. In 
January, 1871, he was transferred to the 20th Infantry, 
and with that regiment he served continuously until 1884, 
when he was retired. He was all through the West wheii 
Indian uprisings were frequent occurrences, and he added 
many laurels to his already excellent record. In 1886 
he was promoted, and was retired Sept. 19, 1894, on his 
é4th birthday, having reached the age limit, although 
still active and rugged. Colonel Taylor had a wide cir- 
cle of friends, but he spent nearly all his time in his 
comfortable home in South Buffalo. He is survived by 
a widow and five children, as follows: Mrs. Rogers, 
wife of Capt. James 8S. Rogers, of the 20th Inf., who is 
in charge of the Buffalo recruiting office; Mrs. George 
Shull, of Penn Yan; Miss Bessie Taylor, Miss Ida Tay- 
lor and Rawlins M. Taylor. 

Dr. Andrew C. Bergen, who died at Sioux City, Ia.. 
of apoplexy, on Oct. 3, 1900, was well known in Army 
circles in the West, where he served as an Acting As- 
sistant Surgeon on upper Missouri River posts from the 
latter part of the 70’s and early in the 80’s, He was 
devoted to his profession, in which he became prominent, 
and after leaving the Army he settled in Sioux City. He 
was appointed company surgeon of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul R. R., and during the war with 
Spain was surgeon of the 52d Iowa Volunteers. In 
May, 1889, he married Miss Etta J. Dennis. Besides 
his wife, he leaves a son, Parker, aged 10 years, and two 
brothers, Oscar and William, and a sister, Mrs. Hub- 
bard. The Sioux City Medical Society passed resolu- 
tions of respect to the memory of the late doctor. 

Many of the Army who have served during the past 
35 years at Fort Hamilton, N. Y., will learn with regret 
of the death, Nov. 22, at Bensonhurst, Greater New 
York, of Frederick Cornell De Mund, M. D., aged 71. 

Herbert B. Tysour, who resigned as Lieutenant U. 8. 
Navy, March 14, 1866, was found dead Noy. 17, in his 
room at the Mineral Hotel, Chase City, Va., with a 
bullet wound in his right temple. His family live in 
Philadelphia. He entered the Navy in 1857 and served 
with credit during the Civil War. 

Chas. Burns, engineer of the ferry-boat which plies 
between Fort Slocum and New Rochelle, dropped dead 
Nov. 27, while on his way from his home to the boat. 

U. S. Senator Cushman K. Davis, who died at St. 
Paul Nov, 29, served during the civil war in the 28th 
Wisconsin Infantry and resigned as 1st Lieutenant in 
1864. on account of his health. 

Dr. Rufus P. Lincoln, an eminent lung and throat 
specialist, who died at his home in New York Novy. 
27, served during the Civil War as Lieutenant Colonel 
of the 37th and afterward of the 20th Massachusetts 
Infantry. He was wounded at the battle of the Wil- 
derness and at Spottsylvania.

U. S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, died there suddenly 
on Sunday, Nov. 25, from a stroke of apoplexy. He 
was apparently in perfect health at noon. He ate a 
hearty dinner and an hour afterwards was taken ill. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock he became unconscious and did 
not rally to treatment, dying at 5.30 o'clock. Pro- 
fessor Oliver was born April 29, 1843. He went to 
Annapolis in 1867 as an assistant professor in the de- 
partment of drawing, of which he finally became the 
head. In 1881 he was appointed professor of mathe- 
matics, an instructor in the department of drawing, 
Naval Academy, and librarian. At the time of his 
death Prof. Oliver held the relative rank of captain and 
was an instructor in the Department of Marine Engi- 
neering and Naval Construction, U. 8S. N. He leaves 
a wife and three children—a daughter, Miss Miriam 
Oliver, and two sons, Marshall, now in New York, and 
Leslie, living in New Hampshire. Mr. Oliver had a 
checkered career. In 1860 he was studying in Paris 
for the profession of an artist. Some years later he was 
an actor playing with Edwin Booth in Richelieu. He 
finally found his life work at the Naval Academy where 
his early training as an artist stood him in good stead. 
His funeral took place Wednesday from St. Anne’s 
Church, Annapolis, and the officers and civilian pro- 
fessors and battalion of naval cadets attended. The 
marine battalion paraded under arms. The pall-bearers 
were Prof. W. W. Hendrickson, U. S. N.; Comdr. J. A. 
Norris, U. 8. N.; Prof. R. R. Alger, U. S. N.: Surg. 
W. R. Dubose, U. S. N.; Lieut. Comdr. F. H. Eldridge, 
U. S. N., and Prof. Terry. The interment was in the 
naval cemetery. Comdr. Charles E. Colahan, U. 8. N., 
had charge of the funeral cortege. 

2d Lieutenant Kennedy, Signal Corps, U. 8. Vols.. 
who was accidentally killed at Manila Nov. 24, served in 
the ranks of the Army, 7th Cav., and in May 1900 was 
appointed 2d Lieutenant Signal Corps, U. S. V. The 
despatch does not state the nature of the accident from 
which death resulted. 
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TERRIBLE TYPHOON AT GUAM. 


A cable despatch to the New York “Sun” from 
Manila, dated Nov. 28, said that the transport Sherman, 
which had just arrived there, brought news of a terrible 
typhoon which swept over the island of Guam on Nov. 
13 destroying thousands of dwellings, including Gov. 
Schroeder’s headquarters, and sinking the United 
States auxiliary cruiser Yosemite. 

The towns of Inorajan and Terraforo were wiped out. 
It is believed that hundreds of natives were killed. The 
cocoanut crops for four years have been ruined, and the 

egetation of the island has been killed by salt water. 

The storm burst with terrific rapidity at about 10 
o'cl6ck in the morning. The Yosemite, which was occu- 
pying a berth near the collier Justin, dragged her anchors 

nd was driven aground a hundred yards from the reef. 
iler bows were crushed in. 

A launch with a crew of five men had previously left 
the ship to endeavor to find a safe anchorage, the indica- 
tions being that the anchors would not hold where the 
cruiser was. The storm broke after they left the ship, 








ind it is practically certain that the heavy sea swamped 
the launch. The bodies of Coxswain F. Swanson and 
Seaman George Aubel (Anhel?) were recovered after 
the typhoon subsided. 

The storm. veered round after the Yosemite grounded 
and she was driven off and carried to the Somaye cliffs, 
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where her rudder and propeller were broken. Boatswain 


Sweeny and twelve of the crew volunteeréd to take the, 


lifeline ashore. A beat was lowered for purpose, 
but it was immediately swamped by a big sea that 
swept over it, All its occupants were carried away from 
the boat, but me | miraculeusky succeeded in reaching 
the land after an hour's struggle with the waves. 

Meanwhile the atmosphere had become of inky black- 
ness, and the Yosemite, which had again been blown off 
the land, was drifting helplessly. 
blowing at the rate of a hundréd miles an hour. 

All hope of saving the cruiser was abandoned, and the 
officers and crew prepared for death. A majority of the 
boats had been either smashed or carried out of the 
davits, and those that were left could not accommodate 
half of the crew, even if it had been possible for them 
to live in the enormous seas that were by this time 
running. 

_A sea anchor had been put out, and this held the 
Yosemite up into the teeth of the storm and prevented 
her from falling off into the trough of the sea. roda 
to this anchor and drifted rapidly until 6 o’clock in the 
evening, when the weather cleared. he cruiser was 
then sixty miles north and forty miles west of Guam. 
She had sprung a leak and was also taking in a large 
quantity of water through her stove bows. All hands, 
including her commander, Lieutenant Bierer, and the 
chief engineer, worked heroically in trying to clear her 
of the water that was pouring into and rapidly filling 
the forward compartments. 

After the violence of the storm had subsided efforts 
were made to start the engines. They were finally got 
to work, and the Yosemite, with her damaged propeller. 
struggled landward at the rate of two knots an hour. 
The water kept gaining in the hold, and the ship was 
gradually sinking. 

At 1:30 p. m. on Noy. 15 the Justin, which had started 
in search of the Yosemite, picked her up and attempted 
to tow her back to Guam. Two hawsers were broken, 
and it was then decided that it was impossible to take 
her into port. The cruiser was then scuttled, after 
which she was abandoned, all hands going aboard the 
Justin. The Yosemite sank bow first at 3 o’clock, and 
the Justin stood away for Guam. Paymaster Ballard 
saved $68,000 (Mexican) from the sinking ship. 

Joseph Travis, a passenger on the Sherman, was the 
first to bring the news of the disaster. The Yosemite's 
men are temporarily quartered in Agana. The mer- 
chants there voluntarily offered the Government their 
entire supplies of food, and the Governor distributed 
them to the homeless natives. Anxiety is felt for the 
Navy storeship Alava, which sailed for Guam Nov. 17. 


The Yosemite was the station ship at Guam. Com- 
mander Franklin Hanford was sent out recently by the 
Solace to command her, but it is not known whether 
the Solace has reached Guam. The Yosemite was com- 
manded temporarily by Lieut, Comdr. Alfred Reynolds. 
Her officers at the date of the last reports were: 

Clarence H. Mathews, Albert Moritz and 
Bion ]3. Bierer; Ensigns Charles P. Burt, Alfred W. 
Pressey, Henry L. Collins, Herman J. Elson and Frank

son (temporarily), First Lieutenant of Marines George 
Van Orden, Chief Boatswain Hugh Sweeny, Chief Car- 
penter William A. Barry and Chief Sailmaker Garrett 
Van Mater. 

Her warrant, officers were: Acting Boatswain, Wil- 
liam F. Holdsworth; Acting Carpenter, Oliver C. Jones; 
Warrant Machinist, Charles L. Phillips; Acting Warrant 
Machinists, George T. Brown Ridge, James L. Baart 
and Samuel Wartman; Pay Clerk, F. D. Ballard. Some 
of these officers have possibly been transferred since the 
last report from Guam. 

The Yosemite was built by the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company of Virginia in 1892 for 
the Morgan Line, and plied between New York and 
South American ports under the name of El Sud. The 
Government bought her at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War and rechristened her the Yosemite. 

She left Brooklyn Navy Yard on May 6, 1899, for 
Guam with Capt. Richard P. Leary, the Governor of 
that island, on board. The ship was so arranged that 
Governor Leary might live on board if he chose, instead 
of having the executive residence on shore. There was 
an executive chamber on the gun deck and a banquet hall 
for state dinners. At Guam the Yosemite was one of 
the United States ships in the naval demonstration in 
honor of the installation of Governor Leary. 

The Yosemite was a single screw iron steamship, 
schooner rigged, 391 feet, 6 inches long, 48 feet, 2% 
inches broad, had a draft of 20 feet, 1 inch and a dis- 
placement of 6,179 tons. Her indicated horse power was 
3,800 and her speed 16 kriots. Her battery consisted of 
ten 5-inch guns and six 6-pounders,

Balayan, P. 1., Sept. 29, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In this Philippine service swe cherish our friends in a 
peculiar way. Every officer knows every other officer, 
and if one of us is very sick all the others are anxious, 
and should one of the officers or enlisted men die we 
feel it keenly. 

There are those who especially endear themselves to 
their associates, and one of these was 2d Lieut. James D. 
Dauner, 28th Inf., U. S. A., -who,was accidentally shot 
at Balayan, P. L., Sept. 27, 1900. 

He was a cheerful, jovial man. He always had some- 
thing pleasant to say. If he had depressing times, none 
knew it, ? 

I knew him very intimately, as most of us did, and in 
all of my conversations with him-I never heard him say 
anything concerning any one which he would not wish to 
have repeated to the person spoken of. He was every- 
body’s friend, and everybody was his friend. 

Perhaps the very best testimony to the worth of an 
officer is the testimony of the enlisted men who served 
under his command. The enlisted men of this garrison 
were always eager to go out with him when he com- 
manded an expedition. Since his death (Sept. 27) there 
has been very little boisterous singing and shouting in 
this garrison. 

The places where the men formerly went to play the 
pianos and sing are deserted. gloom seems to have 
been cast upon the garrison. 

I have never in all my experience known an officer who 
was so popular with everybody in the pust, with officers, 
enlisted men and natives. 

It was a very sad group of officers which gathered at 
headquarters where his body lay in state, draped with 
the American flag, and there were few dry eyes when 
the 1st lieutenant of his company read that beautiful 
oan from the Bible, the 16th chapter of 1st Corin- 
thians. 

I remember how he had insisted nm romnalaing on 
guard at the most difficult hours of night to pos 
awake. I remember how when it was necessary to

Publishes the proceedings of a G. C. M. at Suawegaree, 
Province of Cagayan, Luzon, P. L., of which Col. > 4 
Beck, 49th Inf., U. 8. V., was president, and Capt. G. C. 

. M., 49th Inf., U. 8. V., was Judge Advocate, for 
the trial of Private J. F. Brainard, Co. G, 16th Inf., on 
charges of drunkenness and conduct to the prejudice, etc. 
He was found guilty and sentenced to confinement for 4 
months, with loss of 6 months pay. In reviewing the case 
Major Gen. Wheaton says: 

“In the foregoing case of Private John F. Brainard, Co. 
G, 16th Inf., the court had before it a charge with two (2) 
specifications and an additional charge with one (1) 
specification. It arraigned the accused upon the previous 
charge and proceeded to a finding of guilty, and heard 
read the evidence of previous convictions. It then ar- 
raigned the accused upon the additional charge and pro- 
ceeded to a finding of guilty on this added charge. It 
then awarded sentence, presumably on both charges 01 
which it had found the accused guilty. 

“Why the accused was not arraigned at the same time 
upon both charges does not appear upon the record. 
After the accused has been arraigned upon certain 
goarepe. has pleaded thereto and the trial on the same 
has en entered upon, new and additional charges, 
which the accused has had no notice to defend, cannot be 
introduced, or the accused required to plead thereto. 
Such charges should be made the subject of a separate 
trial, upon which the accused may be enabled, properly 
to exercise the right of challenge to the members vf the 
court and effectively to plead and defend. 

“The sentence, awarded as it was to cover both charges, 
carries to the proceedings on the first charge, the taint 
of illegality received from the vitiated proceedings on the 
additional charge. The proceedings, findings and sentence 
are therefore disapproved. 

“In addition to the unauthorized proceedings had, as 
herein set forth, the record is filled with irregularities. 

“The recognized forms for records of proceedings of a 
general court-martial are not observed. he heading pre- 
scribed is omitted. The place, date and statement of 
meeting of the court are recorded before the order ap- 
pointing the court. Officers detailed as members and as 
judge advocate are not Ss by name as present or 
absent at first session of the court. The proceedings are 
not followed by one or more blank pages for the remarks 
of the reviewing authority. The brief is entered on the 
last page of the proceedings, along with the findings on 
the additional charge, the sentence and the signatures ot 
the president and judge advocate. The record is not 
otoperty, paged. 

“All the cases recently submitted by this court have 
been either returned for correction or have been disap- 
roved. The most cursory attention by the court to Army 
Regulations or to the instructions contained in the Man- 
ual for Courts Martial would have prevented many of the 
numerous errors in the record in this case, which illus- 
trates either the ignorance or indolence of both court 
and judge advocate. Private Brainard will be releasea 
from confinement and returned to duty.”

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FROM THE CLERICAL POINT OF VIEW. 
In an address before a private gathering in New York, 
the Rev. W. A. P.. Martin, President of the Chinese 
Imperial University, gave some account of the experi- 
ences of himself and others during the siege of Pekin. 
Among the notable circumstances recalled by Dr. Martin 
Was the fact that the daughter of the American min- 
ister, who was supposed to be a confirmed invalid, 
was restored to health by the experiences of hardship 
and. excitement of those trying months. 

Coming to the story of the final days of the siege, the 
reverend lecturer told how musical in the ears of the 
imprisoned Americans was the sound of the machine 
guns which announced the approach of the troops 
bringing succor, proclaiming as they did, in the stillness 
of that memorable night, to the little band of our com- 
‘patriots that aroused America had stretched forth her 
hand regardless of distance to snatch her children from 
the jaws of the dragon. Weeping women fell upon 
one another’s necks in a delirium of joy; strong men 
‘grasped each other by the hand and, regardless of na- 
tionality, forgetful of differences of religious faith, re- 
‘membered only that they were brothers in Christ. A 
venerable ecclesiastic of France, as he wrung the hand 
of Dr. Martin, gave the profoundest possible expres- 
sion to his emotion as he exclaimed in a universal 
language: “Te Deum Laudamus.” 

-In a sermon following the relief of the garrison one 
of the clerical brethren dwelt upon the special circum- 
stances of a providential character that had distin- 
guished their experiences and led finally to the glorious 
salvation for which they were giving thanks. These. 
according to his enumeration, were ten; but what they 
were we are not informed. We can easily fill out such 
a list, however, even with our imperfect knowledge of 
-the circumstances. 

’ The reverend gentleman could hardly have failed to 
allude to the fact that they had at the head of the 
British legation a tried and true soldier, Sir Claude 

MacDonald; that another, Major Conger, was present 

‘as the diplomatic representative of the United States, 





‘and that the efforts of these and others for the defence 


of the helpless women and children were ably seconde 


“by Herbert G. Squiers, First Secretary of Legation, who 


was educated at West Point, and served for years az 
an officer of our Cavalry. These, with Captain Myers 
and his twenty American marines, the marine forces of 
other nations and a few armed civilians, formed the 
‘little army that held the enemy at bay. 

It is painful to think what would have been the fate 
of the foreigners in Pekin if they had lacked the mil- 
itary knowledge thus providentially provided. Indeed, 
there is a long train of circumstances which from the 
point of view of the sermon should be considered provi- 
dential, so that Dr. Martin might well say as he did 
that they were not ten alone, but a hundred. They 
cover the whole period of American history, during which 
a few men in each generation, at times when we were 
in danger of overlooking the necessity for military know- 
ledge and training, have listened to the warning cry of 
Washington and sought in peace to prepare for war. 
They bring into strong relief the ignorance and folly 


.Whieh assume that a country has no need of men trained 


to war, a fatuity of judgment strikingly illustrated at 
Pekin, where a mere handful of men, under the guidance 
of a few skilled soldiers, held at bay for eight weeks 
whole armies of the aliens, representing a power which 
has, through so many generations, treated military 
knowledge and skill with contempt, 

Dr. Martin represents a class who have too little ap- 
preciation of the fact that we cannot yet trust our- 
selves to those maxims of peace which it is their office 
to teach. It is to be hoped that the lesson of his ex- 
perience will not be lost upon them and they will learn 
the wide distinction which exists between preparation 
for war and promotion of war. ‘There is no necessary 
connection between the two; certainly none in the re- 
lation of cause and effect.

THE CARTER CASE. 
The hearing of the application for the release of 





Oberlin M. Carter on writ of habeas corpus took place ° 


on the 23d instant at Leavenworth, Kansas, before 
the United States Circuit Court for the District of 


“Kansas, Judges Thayer and Hook being on the bench. 


Carter was represented by Mr. Frank P. Blair of 
Chicago, Il., and General C. H. Grosvenor of Ohio. 
Under the directions of the Attorney General of the 
United States, the Government was represented by 
Gen. J. W. Clous, who was assisted by United States 
Attorney I. E. Lambert, and Assistant United States 
Attorney Harry J. Bone of the District of Kansas. 

The proceedings were begun by General Clous reading 
the return of the Government's agent to the writ, show- 
ing that Carter was held under a legal sentence of 
a General Court Martial and representing that the 
prisoner’s ease had already been adjudicated in a writ 


.of habeas corpus proceedings by the Circuit Court for 


the Southern District of New York and the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, Second Circuit and also that the 


Supreme court had not only denied a petition for a 
writ of certiorari in that case, but had also dismissed 
the prisoner’s subsequent appeal to that Court for want 
of jurisdiction. 

Mr, Blair, Carter’s attorney, made an argument of two 
and a half hours’ duration, chiefly devoted to the abuse 
of courts-martial and military procedure, and to the 
errors he alleged were made by the Court in finding the 
prisoner guilty upon no evidence whatever and upon in- 
congruous and illegal specifications. The Attorney Gen- 
eral came in for his share of criticism for recommending 
on insufficient and flimsy grounds the approval of the 
sentence in this case. The action of the President in 
confirming the sentence and yet disapproving a number 
of the findings was denounced as illegal and ‘unwar- 
ranted. It was also urged that by virtue of paragraph 
938 of Army Regulations the President extended the 
code limiting punishments in the cases of officers; that 
the limit for Carter’s offence in that code was fixed at 
four years, while the court-martial gave him five years. 
It was also claimed that the sole offence of Carter, 
if any there was, was the paying out of two checks, 
out of which the court-martial carved four different 
offences, and that therefore the prisoner was punished 
four times for the same offence. 

General Clous, in a three hours’ argument, replied 
on behalf of the Government and maintained that courts- 
martial were lawful tribunals, existing by the same 
authority as the United States Courts; that they have 
plenary jurisdiction over offences by the law military, 
just as the United States Courts over controversies 
committed to their cognizance; and that courts-martial 
are entitled to be untrammeled in the exercise of their 
lawful powers. Farther, that the United States Courts 
could only review courts-martial proceedings under a 
habeas corpus for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the Court had jurisdiction of the offender and the offence, 
and whether the sentence imposed was such as the 
Court had power to render under the law. That when 
these questions are determinded in the affirmative from 
the record publishing the case, the functions of the 
Court issuing. the writ of habeas corpus must cease, 
for it is a rule of law that, when it is found that the 
military authorities have proceeded regularly within 
their jurisdiction, Civil Courts cannot interfere, no 
matter what errors may be committed by courts-mar- 
tial in the exercise of their lawful ‘jurisdiction. A 
writ of habeas corpus can never be made to serve the 
functions of a writ of error. In support of these con- 
tentions the counsel for the Government quoted many 
decisions from cases adjudicated in the United States 
District and Circuit Courts, as well as in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. “ 

yeneral Clous then took up the points made by Carter’s 
attorney in their turn and maintained that they were 
groundless and insufficient to justify actéon in this case 
on the part of the United States Circuit Court. In 
doing so he discussed the long-existing practice and pro- 
cedure of courts-martial and showed that the proceed- 
ings of these courts cannot be judged by the rules of 
the common law; the court-martial being sworn to ad- 
minister justice according to the Articles of War and the 
customs of wer. The attorney for Carter having claimed 
that the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution, namely, 
“No man shall be put twice in jeopardy of life and 
limb,” had been violated in his client’s case General 
Clous answered that there was no merit in this con- 
tention; but, if there was, the provisions of the 102 
Article of War, that no person shall be tried a second 
time for the same offence, furnished the rule of law 
applicable to the case at bar and not the Fifth Amend- 
ment; and further that an examination of the Articles 
of War clearly showed that their provisions wexg in- 
consistent with the Bill of Rights contained in the 
Amendments to the Constitution. He held that officers 
and soldiers in their military status were not entitled to 
the benefit of the rights secured in these Amendments, 
as they agreed, upon entering into the service, to be 
bound by the Articles of War; that the very rules 
which are found to protect the individual rights of the 
people would destroy the discipline of an army; further- 
more, that the Courts of the United States have held 
that the Amendments to the Constitution did not con- 
trol the power vested in Congress to make the rules for 
government of the land and naval forces. It was fur- 
ther contended on the part of the Government that no 
change had occured in Carter’s status since the adjudic- 
ation of the habeas corpus proceedings by the United 
States Courts in New York and the Supreme Court 
and that no new matter had been presented in the pres- 
ent case; that therefore the doctrine of res judicata 
applied to this case. 

General Grosvenor was scheduled to reply upon con- 
clusion of the argument for the Government, but he 
departed before General Clous had finished and left Mr. 
Blair to finish up, which he did in a _ sensational 
speech and without refuting any of the points of law 
maintained by the other side. Mr. Blair cited as in- 
stances of the unreliability of courts-martial the cases 
of Mrs. Surratt, Fitz-John Porter, and General Swaim. 
The conditions in the Philippines and the trial of the 
natives there for offences by military tribunals were com- 
mented upon as showing usurpation of power on the 
part of the military authorities, which needed repres- 
sion on the part of the judiciary, just as had been done 
by the Supreme Court after the Civil War ip the Milligan 
ease. In conclusion Carter’s attorney proclaimed his 
client’s innocence of any wrong and assured the Court 
that, if released under the present proceedings, Carter 
would at once voluntarily proceed to Savannah and 
submit himself to trial by the United States District 





Court of that place, where he was now under indictment 
for the same offence for which he had been tried ty a 
court-martial. 

Upon conclusion of the arguments the judges took 
the case under advice, both sides submitting lengthy 
briefs. A decision is not exnected for at least ten days, 

Carter, after the hearing, was remanded to the peni- 
tentiary whence he had been brought to the Court. 
He looked healthy and hearty, his confinement did nor 
seem to have injured him physically, and he appeared to 
be in good spirits and expressed himself full of hope in 
the favorable result of this last move of his attorneys.

The remark of the late Rear Admiral Philip (then 
captain) at the battle of Santiago, when his men began to 
cheer when they saw the Spanish ships were sinking, is 
suffering the fate of other historic battle sayings. It is 
being quoted in various forms even by those who lay 
claim to accuracy as contemporaneous historians. Among 
these is Richard Harding Davis, who in his book on the 
South African War, which was reviewed in our issue ot 
Nov. 17, gave Captain Philips’s words as “Don’t Cheer! 
those men are drowning.” A correspondent writes us 
taking exception to the way Mr. Davis rendered the ex- 
hortation. The first rendering that reached the public 
had it, if we mistake not, “those poor devils,” in place 
of “those men,” and “dying” for “drowning.” This 
probably appeared to some delicate ears, unused to the 
stress and strain of battle, as too harsh, for in a few 
weeks we find it was softened into “poor fellows.” We 
shall always prefer the first reading as eminently the 
most expressive. Men in a moment of great excitement 
speak from the heart and don’t stop to pick their words. 
In the sense of “miserable wretches,” a signification by 
no means foreign to its use, the word “devils” would 
have been just the term to leap out of the flame and 
smoke to the lips of so profoundly sensitive and sympa- 
thetic a man.as Captain Philips.

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Now that the harbor defense monitor Arkansas has 
been launched, and preparations for her rapid comple- 
tion are well under way, the question of the employ- 
ment of these powerful vessels comes up for considera- 
tion by the naval authorities at Washington. The uiti- 
mate destination of these three powerful fighting crafts 
will be the dockyards of the coast; unless Congress 
comes to the relief of the enlisted personnel and moves 
on the lines laid down in Admiral Crowninshield’s re- 
port. This report has excited much interest and not a 
little anxiety among the thinking portion of foreign naval 
authorities. It is held by foreign critics of our naval 
policy that this admirable report indicates the tendency 
of the United States to become a great naval power, 
and the anxiety abroad lies in the view which Congress 
will take of the propositions laid down by the chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. In England the influence 
of Captain Mahan in shaping the new policy of this 
country in naval affairs is commented on and com- 
mended. The influence of sea power is marked in this 
country for the first time.

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The size of ocean steamers is still on the increase, 
and different companies now seem to be vying with each 
other as to which shall possess the biggest craft. A 
contract has recently been entered into by the White 
Star line for a new vessel, to be known as the Celtic, 
which will be 680 ft. long, 75 ft. beam and 49 ft. in 
depth. This length is taken over the main deck, so that 
over all this steamer will not be far short of 700 ft. long. 
Her beam is 7 ft. greater than that of the Oceanic, 
while her gross tonnage will be 3,000 tons more. In 
fact she will have a greater width than any merchant 
vessel in the ocean trade. In her internal fittings and 
arrangements she will practically be an enlarged Cym- 
ric, and in addition to excellent and roomy accommo- 
dations for passengers will have an enormous cargo 
capacity. She will be propelled by twin screws, and is 
expected to maintain an average sea speed of 16 1-2 knots 
with a reserve of power.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


The most interesting portion of the annual report of 
secretary Long is the concluding paragraphs, in which 
he treats of the “Rewards to Officers.” His recom- 
mendations, it will be observed, are entirely in line 
with what we have heretofore proposed. The Secretary

a vacction 1506 of the Revised Statutes provides that 
‘any officer of the Navy may, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, be advanced not exceeding 
thirty numbers in rank for eminent and conspicuous 
conduct in battle or extraordinary heroism,’ and section 
1507 authorizes such advancement to a higher grade, 
‘notwithstanding the number of said grade may be full,’ 
but upon the express condition that ‘no further promo- 
tions shall take place in that grade, except for like 
cause, until the number is reduced to that provided by

ia these two sections, and in provisions with respect 
to the Marine Corps found in sections 1605 and 1606 of 
the Revised Statutes, is substantially embodied the 
present system of rewarding officers for exceptional 
services in the line of their duties. This system of re- 
wards has been found to be unsatisfactory, since in its 
practical application it operates unjustly and in some 
instances defeats the purpose for which it was devised. 
It provides for a partial rearrangement of the Navy 
list whenever rewards are conferred by the advance- 
ment of certain officers over the heads of others, and 
therefore necessarily operates to the damage of the 
latter by delaying their promotion. 

“The Government, in thus bestowing upon some offi- 
cers the rewards prescribed by statute for meritorious 
conduct, at the same time indirectly levies upon others, 


who had not the privilege of choosing their field of 
service and were discharging their duties elsewhere, an 


annual contribution for the benefit of the officers ad- 
vanced. This is not a condition to be desired either by 
the beneficiaries or by the sufferers under the system. 


“Conspicuous acts of valor in battle and exceptional 
and self-sacrificing devotion to duty displayed by officers 
and men in time of public Congrt should be appropriate- 
ly acknowledged and rewarded, but when such services 
are rendered to the nation rewards therefor ought to 
come from the nation. 

“Honors and emoluments ought not to be taken from 
brother officers guilty of no fault. That is the effect of 
the present system, and that it ought to be changed be- 
came apparent when the attempt was made to apply it 
during the war with Spain. It appears from an inspec- 
tion of the Navy list that while some of the officers who 
rendered distinguished services during that war have 
been promoted, others have received no reward of any 
kind; while others still, by the curious operation of the 
existing system, find themselves actuaily in lower rela- 
tive positions than they occupied before the war began. 

“Such a system is bad, not only because it operates 
to reward some at the expense of others, but for the 
further most important reason that in a prolonged war 
it would result in inextricable confusion. Officers ad- 
vanced for brilliant conduct at the opening of hostilities 
would find themselves passed later by juniors subse- 
quently promoted for like reasons, and these in turn 
might by further application of the same rule lose all 
the advantage thus gained. 2 

“It is believed that a satisfactory remedy for the evils 
growing out of this inadequate and objectionable system 
is to be found in either of two measures which were 
put before Congress at its last session, and are still 
awaiting action. One of these (i. e., the bill 8. 330, 
Fifty-sixth Congress, first session) provides simply that 
the advancement in rank of officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps for war service shall not interfere with 
the regular promotion of those otherwise entitled there- 
to. The ph wens to which attention is particularly {n- 
vited, is the bill (H. R. 12042) ‘to provide rewards for 
officers and men of the Navy and Marine Corps.’ 
This bill authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to cause 
to be prepared for bestowal upon officers and men de- 
serving of special recognition certaim medals of three 
classes, i, @.: 

“1. The ‘honor medal’ to be presented by the Presi- 
dent for eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle or 
other dangerous public emergency; to be awarded only 
upon the recommendation of a board of officers author- 
ized to inquire into the merits of each case, empowered 
to administer oaths to witnesses, and required to re- 
port all the particulars of the act for which the award 
is recommended. It is provided that the ‘honor medal” 
shall carry with it a small annual increase of pay. 

“2. The ‘courage medal’ to be presented by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for distinguished conduct in the 
presence of the enemy, or extraordinary heroism at any 
time, 

“3. The ‘service medal’ to be presented by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for distinguished public service in time 


of war, 

“This bill provides a system of appropriate, inexpen- 
sive and satisfactory rewards, capable of prompt be- 
stowal, doing justice to special merit, and working no 


injustice to anybody. Such medals could be worn upon 
all o-casions of ceremony during the life of the recip- 
lent, and transmitted as a prized heirloom to his de- 
scendants. A feature of this system, which particularly 
commends it, is the fact that it is applicable to non- 
commissioned officers, enlisted men, and privates as 
well as to commissioned officers. The present system 
Provides no satisfactory method of rewarding enlisted 
men and marines. 

“It is recommended that if Congress should deem it 
Wise to enact this measure, or some other of an appro- 
priate character, it be made so far retroactive, as pro- 
vided by section 7 of the bill (H. R. 12042) last referred 
to, as to confer its benefits upon officers and men of the 
Navy deserving thereof for exceptional zeal, fidelity and 
capacity, or for conspicuous courage in the presence of 
the enemy during the recent Spanish war, but who yet 
Temoin withont substantial recognition or reward. 

“The bestowal of these special rewards is urged be- 
cause it is appropriate and just that they should be 
given, and not from the fear that duty will not be well 
done without them. The fact that the nation’s ac- 
knowledgments are lagging behind the brilliant per- 
formance of its officers and men in active service does 
not seem to have in any degree impaired the quality of 
their patriotism and devotion to duty. 

“The past year has been so prolific of such examples 
that, while the enumeration of them in detail is here 
impracticable, the Department calls special attention 
to the official reports in which they appear. They are 
found in every line of the naval service, not only in 
battle, which makes service conspicuous, but on the 
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voyage, in wa J in expeditions to 
distant lands, in the trying responsibilities of command 
often unaided and alone, in the unmartial work of trans- 
portation, in hospital and on station, in surveys and 
soundings, in instruction and discipl in the inestim- 
ably valuable preparatory work of the bureaus and 
Navy Yards, and all the shifting variety of exacting 
duties in which service, if not conspicuous, is none the 
less deserving and is rendered with a zeal, loyalty and 
ability as heroic in the homely routine of common place 
as when exhibited on the field of glory. There no 
finer type of the public servant trained to high sense of 
his official obligations, and no hand in which the honor 
of his country and the rights of its citizens are safer, 
than are to be found in the Navy of the United States.” 
SYNOPSES OF BUREAU REPORTS. 

The remainder of the report consists principally of 
synopses of, or brief allusions to, the bureau reports 
already published. The subjects thus referred to are 
the training of seamen from raw material, practical 
gunnery training, seamen gunners’ class, electric school 
for enlisted men, contracts for vessels, submarine tor- 
pedo boats, naval war college, repair ship, ordnance, 
naval magazine, warrant machinists, Navy Yard plants, 
health of the Navy, Naval Academy, Naval Observa- 
tory, Naval War College, State naval militia, national 
naval reserve, sale of condemned vessels, certified checks 
in lieu of bonds, naval station at Samoa, trans-Pacific 
telegraph, submarine survey, wireless telegraph, hydro- 
graphic surveys, coaling stations, increase in the naval 
construction and Civil Engineer Corps, authority to 
administer oaths and the legislation recommended by the 
Judge Advocate General. In his record of fleet opera- 
tions the Secretary says: 

“The fleet on the Asiatic Station has co-operated with 
the Army in the Philippines, transporting and convoy- 
ing troops, patrolling a wide area of badly charted wa- 
ters, sending out landing parties and keeping the coast 
clear of the enemy. The small gunboats have been of 
great value in preventing the landing of arms for the 
insurgents and cutting off illicit trade with and among 
the islands. The cordiality which has characterized 
the relations of the Army and Navy is shown by nu- 
merous soporte from officers on duty in the Philippines, 
and is alike creditable to both branches of the Service. 

“In view of the disturbed conditions in Asiatic waters 
and of the demands upon the Navy, the Departmen: 
early in the year deemed it expedient to augment the 
force in that quarter. When, therefore, an appeal for 
help came from the ps mee at Pekin, this Govern- 
ment not only had an adequate naval force at the near- 
est seaport town, but also was able to send forward 
immediately a force of marines for the protection of 
the United States legation. 

“The annals of history present few examples of more 
dramatic interest than the story of the beleaguered le- 
gations in Pekin from June 20, 1900, the date on which 
the German minister was killed and the siege began, 
until Aug. 14, when the allied forces entered the Chinese 
capital. Official and unofficial reports, and particularly 
the dispatches of our minister, show that the American 
marines bore their full share in the burdens of defense 
during this memorable siege.” 

The facts concerning the siege of Pekin given in the 
report are already familiar to our readers. The Secre- 
tary says: 

“To record the instances of gallantry displayed by 
our officers and men at the capture of Tien-Tsin would 
almost be equivalent to a publication of the entire 
roster. 

“During the time of these events both rear admirals 
(Remey and Kempff) were in Chinese waters. ‘fheir 
prudence and efficiency are highly commendable. 

“The operation of the vessels of the North Atlantic 
ee have been, as heretofore, in the nature of a 
school of instruction for officers and men. The three 
vessels of the South Atlantic Station have cruised be- 
tween Para on the north and Montevideo on the south, 
showing our flag in all the principe! ports in promotion 
of our commercial interests with the poses of the 
countries visited. The vessels of the Pacific Station 
have cruised along our western seaboard and along the 
Central American coast, and have carried on exten- 
sive drills, which have been greatly to the benefit of 
officers and men. The need of vessels in other parts of 
the world during the past year has been so great that 
the Department has found it impossible to permanently 
assign any vessels to the European Station. 

“The need of officers for sea duty is steadily growing, 
and at times the Department is seriously embarrassed 
by lack of necessary officers to properly man vessels 
required for immediate service. his need will be still 
greater when vessels authorized or building are com- 
pleted and ready for commission. Attention is earnestly 
invited to the detailed suggestions of the report of the 
Bureau of Navigation and to the statement that with 
the completion of vessels now under construction an 
immediate increase will be needed in the enlisted force 
of not less than 5, men.” 

Believing that the development of the Navy is such 
as to warrant a full official organization, and that the 
unity, completeness and efficiency of this will be pro- 
moted by including in it the grades of both Admirai and 
Vice-Admiral, the Secretary recommends that the office 
of Vice-Admiral be revived. 

As to shore duty beyond seas he gives the facts we 
have recently published and says: “It has been held by 
the accounting officers of the Treasury—contrary, it 
seems to this Department, to the spirit and to the fam- 
iliar interpretation of the letter of the statute—that 
Porto Rico, the Hawaiian Islands, Guam and the Phil- 
ippines, because they are now a part of our own terri- 
tory, are, therefore, not ‘beyond seas’ within the mean- 
ing of the statute above quoted. 

“Believing that it was the intention of Congress to 
place naval officers assigned to such duty upon an 
equal footing with Army officers similarly situated, it is 
recommended that the statute be so amended as to af- 
ford the desired relief.” 

Another hardship is that suffered by officers and men 
of the Marine Corps who were sent to Guam or China 
from Porto Rico, Hawaii, the pn + Islands, or 
Alaska, who, because neither Guam or China were men- 
tioned in the act of May 26 giving additional pay, did 
not receive it, notwithstanding the fact that they were 
subjected to the additional expense and hardships at- 
tendant upon foreign service. It is urged that this 
provision also be amended. 

Under the heading of “Submarine Torpedo-Boats” the 


report says:

The report of the board of visitors to the Naval Ob- 
servatory, after a very full consideration of the con- 
dition and needs of the Observatory, is believed by the 
Department to embody valuable suggestions, which if 
carried out will materially promote the usefulness of 
this institution. Attention is again invited to its recom- 
mendations and to the importance of enacting them into 
law. 

It is recommended that the term of enlistment in the 
Marine Corps be reduced to four years. The recom- 
mendation that yore be made by law for an In- 
spector of Navy Yard Accounts is renewed. 

WHAT THE SECRETARY SAYS ON OTHER TOPICS. 

“Although the seafaring class of our people is a com- 
paratively large one, it is not now brought into touch with 
the Naval Service and the Navy Department in time of 
peace in such a manner as to instruct and prepare 
any part of it for assistance to the regular service in 
case of a sudden outbreak of war. Means should be pro- 
vided to this end, and the matter should receive the im- 
mediate attention of Congress and provision made, as 
recommended in my last annual report, for enrolling, 
in addition to the Naval Militia, which is an organiza- 
tion of the States and under their regulation, a Naval 
Reserve of a national character, which shall be under 
the call and genera! direction of the Navy Department. 

“A general board has been made, of which the Admi- 
ral is president, and the function of which is to consider 
questions relating to the efficient preparation of the fleet 
in case of war and for the naval] defense of the coast. 

“The Navy Department, in common with other depart- 
ments, suffers inconvenience from the accumulation 
of public records. The inconvenience, loss of time, in- 
jury to the records themselves, and possible danger from 
their weight or from fire, are matters worthy of con- 
sideration; but the real urgency of the case arises from 
the fact, which will soon render action ‘imperative, that, 
so far at least as this Department is concerned, avail- 
able basement and garret space is ppenty exhausted, 
and further relief can not be had through these tem- 
porary and unsatisfactory expedients. 

“As this condition of affairs exists to a ter or less 
degree in almost every departmental building in Wash- 
ington, a wise regard for the public interest involved 
demands the speedy erection of a general hall of public 
records. This should be a separate building, specially 
designed for the purpose of receiving and preserving, in 
such orderly arrangement as would render them con- 
veniently accessible, the annually accumulating ar- 
chives of the several Executive Departments. 

“Such a general hall of public records need not be, 
originally, a large or costly structure, but should be so 
located and planned as to admit of enlargement from 
time to time hereafter whenever necessary to accom- 
modate the growing archives of the Government, with- 
out destroying its architectural unity. 

“A measure is now pending for the erection of. a 
statue to the late Admiral David D. Porter. In view 
of the distinguised services which this officer rendered 
to his country, the measure is cordially commended to 
the favorable action of the Congress. 

“The recommendation heretofore made that the or- 
ganization of the Navy Department be simplified by the 
consolidation of the three Bureaus of Construction ana 
Repair, Steam Engineering, and Equipment is renewed 
Under the present system, from the inception of its de- 
sign until completed and placed in commission, the 

lans and specifications of a naval vessel are in the 
ands of three bureaus, each with a distinct organiza- 
tion, each having exclusive jurisdiction within certain 
lines, and all charged with the duty of carrying on 
work within, but not beyond, their respective provinces, 
as nearly as may be at the same time. 

“Such a system is, in pease administration, cum- 
brous and expensive, and from its very nature tends 
to develop controversies respecting the scope of each 
bureau’s duties and to occasion friction, delay and want 
of harmony in doing whatever approaches border lines 
of jurisdiction. It is to the credit of the officers in 
charge of the bureaus concerned that work upon ships 
now under construction has been carried on without 
more friction; but the system itself.is none the less ob- 
poctenee, and is a source of inconvenience, delay, 
argely inereased cost, and occasional confusion. 

“The present divided organization is the ou wth 
of conditions which no longer exist. The hull, the pro- 
pelling machinery, and the articles of equipment of a 
modern steamship no longer constitute simple, dis- 
tinct and separable elements in construction, but, on the 
contrary, in their multiplicity of details are so inter- 
woven as to render embarrassing their supervision by 
three sets of independent administrative officials. 

“The union of these three bureaus, the chief function 


of which is to deal with the material of the ship, into 
one bureau, which might appropriately be called the 
Bureau of Ships; the consolidation of their several 


corps of assistants and inspectors, and the conduct of 
the really integral work of building and equippi ad 
sels, under the management of one responsible chief in-

, 1900, contains, under the heading of ‘Pay, miscel- 
laneous,’ a proviso that ‘in cases where orders are given 
for travel to be performed re tedly between two or 
more places in the same vicinity, the Secretary of the 
Navy may, in his discretion, direct, that actual and 
necessary expenses only be allowed.’ This clause is, 
however, applicable to the Navy only. It is recom- 
mended that its provisions be extended to officers of the 
Marine Corps as well, since the administrative reasons 
which prompted ans agg are applicable to all 
branches of the naval service. 

“Vessels of the monitor type constitute a separate 
class, and it is suggested that the statute requiring that 
these vessels be named after States might ve properly 
be amended so as to permit the selection, in the case of 
the small number of such vessels under construction, 
of other suitable names. ; 

“The present classification of naval vessels prescribed 
in these two sections is obsolete. It was established 
before the era of steel ships and rapid-fire breech-loading 
ordnance, and is not applicable to a modern navy. In 
present conditions neither of these sections can _be 
carried into effect, the classification of ships according 
to section 1530 being impracticable, and the assign- 
ments to command, which are dependent upon such 
classification, being likewise impracticable, and with 
respect to the grade of commodore, which has been 
abolished by statute, impossible. Inasmuch as the pres- 
ence on the statute books of provisions of law which 
cannot be observed is objectionable, it is desirable that 
these sections be repealed, and that, instead, the Presi- 
dent be authorized to establish classification of naval 
vessels and to prescribe appropriate rules governing 
assignments to command. uch classification and rules 
would be susceptible of modification ,from time to time, 
as altered conditions might require.

All the vessels thus recommended are desirable in the 
prospective development of our naval force. But in 
view of the number ef large fighting vessels already 
authorized, some of them hardly begun, the Department 
is of opinion that Congress at its coming session should 
be asked for only two battle ships and two armored 
cruisers, al] of the maximum displacement specified; 
that at least six light-draught gunboats and some small 
eraft for river service are especially desirable in connec- 
tion with our insular service, and that the colliers, 
training ships, transport and repair ship are the neces- 
sary accompaniment of the general recent increase of 
the Navy, both in its fighting force and in the enlarged 
range of its operations. The Department therefore makes 
its recommendation in accordance with this opinion.

The Navy Department has begun some of the pre- 
paratory orders looking to the cing in commission 
for service the battleship Wisconsin, and it is believed 
this fine ship will hoist her pennant early in the new 
year. 

Mr. H. T. Scott, president of the Union Iron Works of 
San Francisco, whose firm is famous for building some 
of the finest vessels of our Navy, is a firm believer in the 
Monitor for harbor defense, and in a recent interview 


said: “Monitors, for protecting harbors, are unexcelled 
and eve rt of any ny in this country shoul 
be poovele with one. They are far more effective than 


a land fort, and their cost is but one-half that of a bat- 


tleship.” 3 

A contract was made with the Holland Submarine 
Torpedo Company, of New York, on Nov. 23 by the 
Navy Department for a new vessel in place of the sub- 
marine boat Plunger, the Government to be credited 
with the amount of money it had paid on the Plunger’s 
construction. The new vessel is to be on the plans of 
the six submarine boats of the Holland type authorized 
by Congress at its last session. It will be larger than 
the Plunger and more improved. 

It has been officially announced at the Navy Depart- 
ment that upon the retirement on the fourth of next 
March of Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn, Chief Naval 
Constructor of the Navy, that Nav. Constr. Francis » of 
Bowles will be appointed to the position of Chief Naval 
Constructor. Mr. Bowles will be the youngest Rear 
Admiral in the Navy, as he is only forty-two and does 
not retire until Oct. 7, 1920. His appointment will be 
received with the greatest favor by the officers of the 
Navy Department in view of his well-known ability. 

The work of stripping the Texas preparatory to giv- 
ing the ship the required overhauling and repair neces- 
sary is making good progress at the Norfolk Yard, and 
it will not be long before the workshops of the station 
will have her in hand for completion. 

Several pmpertnet modifications in details of ma- 
chinery will, it is said, be made in the Montgomery be- 
fore receives another commission for sea service, 
and it is understood the efficiency of the ship will be 
largely improved in coal capacity. 

At Barbadoes recently two U. 8S. vessels arrived on 
the same day and anchored near each other, the Atlanta 
and the Lancaster. The Atlanta made quite a success- 
ful trip from New York, and the new machinery oper- 
ated very successfully, considering the complete nature 
of the modifications carried into execution in the ship. 
The Atlanta, after a stay of but a few days, sailed for 
her destination, the South Atlantic Station. 

The preliminary tests of the main steam pipes and 
auxiliary machinery on the Shubrick have been success- 
fully carried out in accordance with the specifications, 
and it is probable this vessel will have her builders’ 
trials under full steam pressure between the present 
date and Christmas. The dimensions and design of the 
Shubrick are identical with those of the Stockton. 

The U. 8S. 8S. Scorpion is reported as having arrived at 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti, and will probably remain there 
for several days. The weather at Port-au-Prince has 
been very disagreeable for some time past, and the gen- 
eral health of the capital is far from pa. or 
this reason it is not likely that another U. 8. vessel will 
eall at that port until spring, unless a necessity arises 
for a different course of action. 

The U. S. T. S. Adams has gone to Honolulu, H. L., 
for a prolonged stay. It is regarded as essentia] by the

LATEST NEWS OF GUAM DISASTER. 


The ay is indebted to the enterprise of the corres- 
pondent of the New York “Sun” at Manila for the first 
exact information of the sad disaster which has over- 
taken one of our Navy vessels at Guam, the Yosemite.

The dispatch to the “ " which appeared on Thurs- 
day and is pases ee in this number, was con- 
firmed by dispatch appearing on Friday: 
Cavite, Nov. 29. 

Captain of transport Sherman reports total loss of 
Yosemite Noy. 13. Chains parted in typhoon, drifted to 
sea and sank seventy miles off. Justin (a eg went 
to rescue. Steam launch crew of five lost. Shall send 
Kempff to Guam to-morrow to ascertain extent of dis- 
aster and transport Yosemite crew to Cavite. 


The latest news from Manila on Nov. 29 said that the 
U. 8S. S. Newark, with Rear Admiral Kempff, would 
sail Nov. 80 for Guam to investigate the circumstances 
of the disaster. Additional names of the drowned from 
the Yosemite have come in, being those of J. L. Ma- 
banefy, in cha of the launch engines, and firemen J. 
L, Davis and Anderson. rs. White, wife of 
Major Harry K. White, of the Marine Corps, the only 
white woman at Agana, took refuge with her husband 
and Comdr. Seaton Schroeder, Naval Governor, in the 
cellar of the Governor’s mansion, which was already 
pargly filled with water. 

Commenting on the news from Admiral Remey, Sec- 
retary Long said: “It is a matter of very great regret— 
one of those events that carry gloom. It reminds one 
of the disaster at Samoa, being one of those inevitable, 
irresistible accidents that happen in cyclonic storms. 
Remey and Kempff are doing all they can to ascertain 
the effect of the disaster and the names of those lost. 
The Department will endeavor to supply another sta- 
tion ship for Guam. I trust that the ae dispatches 
as to the destruction of the Governor's house and prop- 
bat on the island may be somewhat modified.” 

he Secretary sent a cable dispatch to Admiral 
Remey, asking for ~ further particulars he could se- 
cure, but, in view of the comparative isolation of Guam, 
a full account of the occurrence is not to be expected 
for a week or two. The Newark, of which Captain Me- 
Calla is in command, should reach Guam in six days.

I hardly know where 
to commence in detail, but it started about three weeks 
ago, when a small band attacked our outpost and killed 
one corporal and wounded a private of Co. D. ‘That 
opened up the fun, and we have run up against large 
forces of the enemy every day and night since. They 
are congregating in large numbers on all sides of us, and 
we have one large gun which is playing havoc with 
them. They are sending their wounded in to our hos- 
pital. This company recaptured two men from the en- 
emy. They were from the 35th Infantry, and had beep 
risoners for over ten days. They say they were 
reated fine by the insurrectos. Even when we were 
getting paid on the 20th we men were fired upon from 
the mountains, but we were paid just the same. 
Colonel Cummings is O. K. Every one likes him 
He has shown great judgment and good generalship 
during this trouble. The thing we need now is rest. 
The men are all played out from hiking and doing 
guard duty. We have no clothes and everyone is 
ready to throw up the sponge if we don't get some kind 
of assistance soon. Men come off guard at 9 a. m; 
go on again at once. It is fierce. I am continually 
fighting the adjutant and the sergeant major about my 
details being so large and so often—that is, when I ap 
not fighting the Filipinos.

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A COLORED SOLDIER'S COMPLAINT. 


Manila, P. I., October 16, 1900. 

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
Honorable Sir: It becomes my indispensable duty to 
make known the things, hereinafter revealed, which | 


hope will find space in your valuable Journal. 

It is needless to say that an abnegation will confront 
this statement, as has been the case heretofore in articles 
of this kind. However, it has been enjoined upon me to 
make this intrepid advance of reporting the conditions 
of the soldiers in the 25th U. S. Inf., now stationed in 
Zambales Province, Luzon. For a long time the officers, 
from natural prejudice and backed up by their “rank,” 
for it is the talk among the men that officers would not 
have exercised certain practices against them if it had 
not been for their rank, which is a commission signed 
by the President of the United- States, who, reposing 
great confidence in them, according to the ethics of their 
profession as too much of an “officer and a gentleman” 
to allow th: ir passions or prejudice to betray them in com 
manding colored troops, especially the heroes of E) Caney 
and San Juan. Many unpleasant things have been said 
aud done to us, which maledictions are certainly unbe 
coming an officer, and in the presence of the Filipinos, 
whom they are trying to impress that America has » 
color line. The latest episode is a scene that happened 
at Iba, P. L., Oct. 13. Corporal Miles Terry, Band 25th 
Inf., had a Government revolver stolen from him while 
he and his wife were away from home (the revolver 
being left in the house); the commanding officer, upo 
learning this, ordered said corporal to stay in bavi 

uarters from his wife until said revolver was recovered. 

his separation left his wife alone in a house exposed 
and subject to the fire of a hostile enemy, notwithstané- 
ing the fact that she was an American colored lady and 
the wife of an American soldier, being thereby entitld 
to as much protection as Mrs. McKinley, according '0 
our sacred Constitution. I make this known to #l 
America because no soldier gets any redress which the 
30th Article of War provides for him. If a soldier asks 
for his rights he is, in most cases, turned away with # 
cursing. 

The situation has about permeated to an extreme, ani 
it is hoped that the Honorable Secretary of War will 
take such measures as will insure our safety while i 
the Philippines fighting for the Flag, but under whose 
silken folds we find no protection; neither as citi 
nor soldiers. This is a disgrace upon the Stars and 
Stripes, but it is the Holy Truth and all Europe and the 
Filipinos know it. 











Though the writer of this quaint epistle signs }' 
name to his communication, we think it best to wif 
hold it. It is obvious that there must be some mi 
understanding on the part of our correspondent, for 
officer who respects himself would show any discrimin 
tion between colored and white soldiers, though he migi 
discipline an enlisted man for losing his revolver.

REDMOND. 
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PULPIT VIEWS OF THE CANTEEN. 


The Rev. Oliver C. Miller, who was Chaplain volun- 
tarily attached to the 4th Cavalry, and who served 
moder Generals Young, Bates and Lawton in the 
philippines, has written a letter to the Secretary of War 
relative to recent published statements about excessive 
immorality and drunkenness in the Philippine Islands, 
from which he has just returned after a sojourn there of 
fourteen mouths. He aims his reply chiefly at an illus- 
trated article recently appearing in the “New Voice,” 
prepared by its “special commissioner,” Wm. B. John- 
son. As to the charge that “our Government is aiding 
and abetting the reign of vice in the Philippines,” Chap- 
jain Miller declares, on the contrary, that he has seer 
the most strenuous effort to keep such women trom 
janding. _During the campaign in Northern Luzon ot 
General Lawton, under whom Mr .Miller was serving 
as Chaplain, two camp followers, a white and a coloreu 
boy, each about 14 years old, were accused by the na- 
tives of rape. The regimental surgeon and Chaplain 
Miller were detailed by Colonel Hayes, 4th Cav., to in- 
yestigate the case. The boys were tried by a military 
court and sentenced to five years’ imprisonment in Bilibia 
prison. There was only one other case of rape in the 
whole campaign, that of a Macabebe scout. 

Chaplain Miller saw nothing to corroborate the state- 
ment that 800 abandoned women had come to Manila 
during the first year of American occupancy. He made 
a night exploration of the seamy side of Manila in com- 
pany with the Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. and found no 
more than half a dozen drunken soldiers. Chaplain Mit 
ler says he personally knows these houses have not been 
licensed, and there is nothing to show that they were 
decorated with the American flag. 

“For the same number of soldiers assembled in a 
given place,” says Mr. Miller, “I have found a larger 
degree of drunkenness and immorality in the cities of 
our home land than in the cities of the Philippine archi- 
pelago.” There is a refreshing frankness about this 
statement that impresses one with Mr. Miller’s evident 
intention of being impartial and fair, uad we are not 
surprised that he precedes the declaration that “the 
Army canteen is not the low grog shop that Mr. Johnson 
declares it to be,” with the admission that he himself 
“heartily dislikes to see intoxicating drinks retailea 
over the counter.” 

“The Army post exchange, ts I have seen it in the 
Philippines,” he. continues, “was not surrounded by 
drunken soldiers; neither were men allowed to purchase 
anything stronger than beer, and what they did buy 
was restricted in quantity. On the other hand, it often 
furnished us something better to eat than we could get 
elsewhere. At many places in the interior the vino and 
tuba ‘joints’ surrounding our camps were banished by the 
establishment of the post exchange. A great complaint 
was made against the American administration.” 

Chaplain Miller rejoices that those in charge of the 
Government, especially the President, are ever ready to 
co-operate in maintaining a high standard of Christian 


manhood in our Army, which is all the more a subject 
of congratulation since never was “sobriety, honesty or 
mora] purity more demanded by our Army than now, for 
the standard of sobriety and of morals among the Fili- 


pinos is very high, and if it is lowered it will be our 
fault.” 
In marked contrast to the catholic spirit in which 


Chaplain Miller discusses the canteen, is the treatment 
of it by the Rev. Dr. David J. Burrell, of the Marble 
Collegiate Reformed Church of New York. We are glad 


of the opportunity to bring inte juxtaposition these two 
ways of viewing the question, since they define sharply 
the differences of opinion among the clergy on the sub- 
ject of the canteen. Chaplain Miller fairly stands for 


that large body of ministers who, while frankly de- 
ploring the sale of intoxicants, look the actual] situation 
in the face and try to make the best of it, while Dr. 
Burrell represents that numerous element who, plant- 


ing themselves on the proposition that drinking is wrong, 
per se, will accept no compromise, believing that the 
necessities of our mortal existence call for no conces- 
sions of any kind.

ON BEHALF OF THE FIGHTING MEN. 


Responding to the toast of the Army and Navy at the 
Chamber of Commerce dinner in New York, Nov. 20, 
Rear Admiral Barker said, among other things: “Less 
than three years ago we had an object lesson. When 
it was found that war with Spain was inevitable there 
was a cry for help from the Pacific Coast and from the 
Atlantic Coast, from Alaska to California and from 
Maine to Texas, There was not a gun mounted on the 
Pacific Coast except at San Francisco and on the 
Columbia River. Puget Sound—that magnificent arm of 
the sea, the natural outlet for the great Northwest—was 
entirely at the merey of an enterprising enemy. Seattle, 

acoma, Olympia, Port Angelus, Port ‘Townsend, the 
great sawmill industries of Port Blakeley and Port Gam- 
ble, even the termini of the two great transcontinental 
railroads, the Great Northern and the Northern Pacific. 
had not a single gun to defend them. On the Atlantic 
Coast it was nearly as bad. With the exception of a 
few guns at some of our principal ports there was 





scarcely anything. Governors of States were writing 
for help. Mayors of cities pleaded for protection. Mer- 
chants demanded convoys. Senators and Congressmen 
invaied the Navy Department protesting that their 
States and districts were unprotected. Well, what hap- 
Penel? ‘Lhe Navy, true to its past tradition, steamed 
into Manila Bay and in a few hours the new flashed 
across the ocean that Montojo’s fleet was sunk, and from 


that moment commerce on the Pacific was safe. have 
stated there was alarm all along the coast of the Atlantic. 
but when Cervera’s fleet was stranded on the shores of 
Cuba no more alarm was felt here. Mines were taken 
up from the harbors and ships pursued their ordinary 
course in peace and safety. Now, this is the thought I 
Wish to leave with you: What would you have done 
had the Navy not been successful? And what would 
have been the result if we had gone to war with a 
superior Power? Gentlemen, we know not what is be- 
fore us. You yourselves can make the application.” 
At the annual dinner Nov. 16 of the International 
Committee of the Y. M. C. A. in New York Major 
General Brooke, U. S. A., and Rear Admiral Barker 
both made reference in the course of an address to the 
Post «xchange. General Brooke said he thought it was 
& good thing for the Army and Admiral Barker 
thoucht the opposite, and so expressed himself. General 
Brooke said: “This association has done a great work 
inthe Army. I have seen the benefits that have come 
to the men through its efforts. During the Spanish 
War your association did a great work in Cuba, and 
eat benefits have also come from its work in Porto 











Kico and the Philippines. One of Ppa secretarys con- 
emns our canteen. We in the my do not call it 


that. We call it a post exchange, with a canteen an- 
nex. When you can give us something that will take 
its place we will be glad to have it.” fter telling how 
the post exchange is run by the officers of the various 
posts for the direct benefit of the men, and that since its 
establishment everything has been done to keep the 
soldiers from 1 General Brooke added: 

“The post exchange has done a great deal of 
to the men of the Army; it has drawn them away from 
the evil places of the cities and from those near the 
posts, and in every way benefited them morally and 
physically. I say it with forty-two years’ experience in 
the Army.” 

Admiral Barker said that so far as he knew the 
Oregon from the time she was launched up to the 
present time had never had a bottle of beer sold on 
shipboard. “The canteen may do for the Army, but the 
canteen on board ship is an abomination. I was glad 


- that the order abolishing the sale of liquor from ship- 


board and the Navy Yard was issued by the Secretary. 
Captain Folger, of the Kearsarge, told me not long 
ago that as much money can be made for the men by 
selling pies as by selling beer.” 

Major Gen. O. O. Howard, U. 8. A. (retired), was the 
guest of honor recently at the November meeting of the 
Congregational Club of Brooklyn. After dinner he has 
introduced and after speaking of the work done for the 
elevation of the negroes and giving interesting military 
reminiscences, paid a tribute to the American Navy, 
which had been so thoroughly disciplined that victories 
had been gained almost without loss of life. 

Major General Brooke, U. S. Ag talked about the 
Regular Army, which had stood between the white man 
and the Indian and led the van of civilization, and which 
had provided the soldiers that electrified the world at 
Santiago by their discipline and bravery. 

“They are citizens, also,” he said, “and none of them 
would surrender their rights as such. Do you think that 
militarism “has a place in their hearts? Not a bit of it. 
That is a bogie easily disposed of.” The listeners 
cheered this. 

Rear Admiral Albert S. Barker, U. 8S. N., said that 
with the approach of Thanksgiving one of the things to 
be thankful for was that the election was past ana 
there was no doubt of the result. He spoke of the 
visit of the Oregon to South American ports after the 
Spanish war. Before the war Americans there were 
treated with indifference, if not in some cases with con 
tempt. After the war they were honored. Speaking 
of the Spanish war, Admiral Barker said: ‘We thought 
we were going to right the wrongs of Cuba, but the 
sword also smote the enemies of Porto Rico and 


reached the Philippines, to bring there a_ purer 
religion and ultimate freedom under the Stars and 
Stripes. War is not altogether an evil. A righteous 


war is good. Ask the Americans abroad what they 
think of it; ask yourselves what influence we should have 
in China if we had not been successful in the last war.” 

The Rev. Dr. W. S. Hubbell, chaplain of the New 
York Commandery of the Loyal Legion, then said in the 
course of a witty speech that he considered his three 
years in the Army better for him than the three years he 
spent in the Theological Seminary. He remarked that 
nobody except a few foolish people who talked of mili- 
tarism was afraid of the dear Generals. “I wish there 
were a hundred thousand of such men who in the item 
of their courage alone have done so much for the 
country,” he remarked, “They are men taat God loves. 
They are praying men like General Howard. I bear 
personal testimony that if a man ever prays in his life 
it is in the midst of battle.” 

The Rey. Dr. Lyman Abbott said that if all war was 
wrong, then such names as Brandywine and Gettysburg 
were names of shame, and the names of Washington, 
Greene, Farragut, Grant, Sherman ana Brooke were 
names not to be honored, but to be forgotton. The 
fighting qualities of men should be consecrated, and so 
long as there was lawlessness in the world there must be 
brave men to battle against it. 





LATEST FROM MANILA. 


Press dispatches from Manila on Nov. 18 reported con- 
siderable increase in rebel and American activity in the 
field. The Americans are undertaking a series of aggres- 
sive movements against the insurgents, notably upon the 
island of Samar, against General Lukban, whose forces 
hold the entire island with the exception of three coast 
towns, each of which is garrisoned by two companies of 
the 29th Vol. Inf. and: a platoon of artillery. 

The rebels are continually shooting into the garrisoned 
towns. Commerce in Samar has been at a standstill, 
and most of the. influential inhabitants have departed. 
General Hare recently arrived there with 250 men. 
He will bring eight companies of the 2d Inf. from the 
island of Marinduque, as they may be needed, and will 
proceed energetically to crush General Lukban. United 
States gunboats will patrol the coast to prevent the 
escape of the insurgent leader. Gen. Lukban still holds 
three members of the 43d Vol. Inf. prisoners. The rifles 
which the party of Capt. Devereux Shields lost last Sep- 
tember in Marinduque at the time of the capture have 
not yet been recovered from the Filipinos. All the 
Marinduque garrisons are being continued. 

Recent changes in stations are these: The 14th Inf., 
recently arrived from China, relieving the 21st at Manila, 
and the 21st relieving the 38th in Southern Luzon, the 
838th proceeding to Panay to reinforce the troops there, 
the 2sth Inf., reinforcing the garrisons iu the island of 
Mindanao, particularly at Cagayan, where an armed 
truce between the rebels and the Americans has existed 
for months past. 

General Wheaton, commanding the Department of 
Northern Luzon, has been sending reinforcements to 
Genera] Young’s provinces, where the natives under Gen- 
eral Tinio and Aglipay, the excommunicated Filipino 
priest, are showing signs of restlessness, deserting the 
domiciles they have occupied during the rainy season, and 
joining under compulsion of fear the insurgents in the 
mountains. 

Among recent movements was General Grant’s ad- 
vance, with Macabebe and American scouts, upon a 
rebel stronghold thirty-five miles north of Manila, which 
was defended by 200 insurgents armed with rifles. After 
skirmishing and fighting for the greater part of a day 
and night the enemy was dislodged from the mountain 
fastness, and immense quantities of rice and stores, with 
considerable ammunition, were destroyed. Fifty Fili- 
pinos were killed and many others wounded. he in- 
surgents carried off their dead. The American losses 
were eleven = nage and one officer wounded, and one 
Macabebe killed. 

General MacArthur, in an interview at Manila on 
Noy. 21, was quoted as saying that the return of the 
soldiers and marines from China with the recently arrived 
recruits would swell his foree to 70,000 men. The 
enlargement of the forces, the ending of the rainy sea- 
son, better roads, improved transportation and the de- 
sire to make the most efficient use of the volunteers be- 
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fore their term of service expires in June are al] con- 
tributory to an active campa Concerning the re- 
acing of 35,000 volunteers, Mac Artbur said 

e favored the establishment of a stan army of 
75,000 men and authorizing the President to increase it 
to 100,000 men. The General also said he was enlarg- 
ing the force in General Young's district in Northern 
Luzon to nearly 7,000 men, that Peavy reinforcements 
were being sent to General Hughes the island of 
Panay, that more troops had been ordered to Southern 
Sane, and that various column movements had been 
planned. 

General MacArthur omy went to Subig Bay with 
Admiral Remey on the U. 8. 8. Brooklyn for the purpose 
of examining the locality and turning over the naval 
station there to him, It is reported that 1,800 marines 
now in Philippine waters may be used to relieve certain 
Army posts, rendering the relieved soldiers available for 
other and more urgent duties. General MacArthur is 
expected to return here to-morrow, 

he fortress of the insurgent chief, Geronimo, at 
Pinaurau, which the insurgents boasted was imp a- 
ble, was taken and destroyed on the afternoon of Nov. 
22 by a picked force of the 42d and 27th Vol. Inf. and 
Troop G of the 4th Cav., under Col. Thompson. The 
leader has long harassed the 27th regiment, opera 
in the vicinity of San Mateo, Montalban and Noval- 
iches. His position was considered the strongest in 
Luzon. It was a stone fortress surmounting a steep 
hill, surrounded by canyons, 

Colonel Thompson mobilized a large force at Mon- 
talban. The attack was made upon four sides—the main 
body under Major Carey, of the 42d, advancing from 
the south; Captain Atkinson, of the 27th, from the east; 
Captain Casteel, of the 27th, from the west, and 
tain Sloan, of the 27th, from the north. The ascents 
were steep, and the men climbed them by grasping the 
shrubbery. It was impossible for the eastern column 
to reach the summit, but the others arrived after three 
hours’ climbing, under fire from the fortress and the 
hillside entrenchments. The rebel force, numbering 
severa] hundred, fled before the attackers reached the 
top. The Americans destroyed a thousand insurgent 
uniforms, scores of buildings and large quantities of 
supplies, and seized a barrelful of documents. Private 
Hart, of the 27th, and Private Koppner, of the 42d, 
and two native scouts were killed, and twelve of the 
attacking force were wounded. 

At Bugason, Island of Panay, 200 bolomen and 50 
riflemen on Oct. 30 attacked the Americans, who lost 
three killed—Lieut. H. M. Koontz, Sergeant Kitchen 
and Corpora] Burns, all of Co. F, 44th Vol. Inf. Corp- 
oral Burns was boloed while reconnoitering, and Lien- 
tenant Koontz and Sergeant Kitchen were pierced by 
spears while going to relieve an outpost. hen the 
garrison in force attacked the rebels forty-nine of the 
latter were killed. None of the other parties of attack- 
ing natives made much of a stand, and the insurgents 
lost 103 killed. 

Surgeon General Sternberg has received a letter trom 
Major L. B. Grandy, surgeon of the 35th Vol. Inf., 
stationed at Baliuag, Philippine Islands, in which he 
says: “The health of our troops continues good in spite 
of irresponsible reports in the American newspapers to 
the contrary. This at least is a very healthful portion 
of the island of Luzon, and barring certain skin lesions 
incident to a soldier’s life in this climate I don’t think 
the sickness among the troops has exceeded that among 
the volunteers in the States two years ago.” 

News of the recovery of the body of Naval Cadet 
Welborn C. Wood, of Georgia, who was killed by Fili- 
pino insurgents in the Orani River, Manila Bay, on Sept. 
17, 1899, has been received at the Navy Department 
from Rear Admiral Louis Kempff, who also gives the 
disposition of the vessels under his command. He says 
the gunboat Villalobos had returned to Cavite with 
Capt. Devereux Shields and the company of the 27th 
Vol. Inf. who were captured by the insurgents in 
Marinduque. Twelve hundred soldiers scoured the 
island, and compelled the insurgents to surrender the 
prisoners. The gunboat General Alava sailed on Oct. 
12 for Subig Bay and Salomague. The gunboat Basco 
reported some insurgent activity ashore on the north side 
of Manila Bay. Reports from vessels around Leyte, 
Bohol and Samar indicated considerable activity among 
the insurgents. The gunboats Quirous and Bennington 
had sailed with an expedition against Binangonan. At 
the date of the report the gunboats Bennington, Castine, 
Concord, Isla de Cuba, Isla de Luzon, Manila, Basco, 
Arayat, Callao, Leyte, Manileno, Samar, Urdaneta, 
Panay and Paragua were doing patrol duty throughout 
the islands, All the naval nae BE stations in the archi- 
pelago have been given distinctive letters. 

The coast of Zamboanga, an island in the southern 
portion of the archipelago, is being very closely patrolled, 
the Isla de Luzon, the Manila, the Callao and the Mani- 
leno being assigned to that duty.

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NEW UNITED STATES ARMORED CRUISERS. 


T’he six new armored cruisers authorized by Congress 
to be built for the U. S. Navy are to be known as the 
West Virginia, Nebraska, California, Maryland, Colo- 
rado and South Dakota. They will be virtually of the 


same design, the ‘three sheathed and coppered vessels 
being practically different in no other aspect from the 
other three vessels of the same class unsheathed. 

These cruisers which are to be constructed from de- 
signs prepared under the direction of Chief Constructor 
Hichborn, are superior in fighting capabilities to any 
armored cruiser now in service or projected at this time. 

The dimensions of the sheathed ships are: 

Length on load water line, 502 feet. 

Breadth, extreme, 70 feet. 

Trial displacement, about 13,800 tons. - 

Menn draft at trial displacement, about 24 feet 6 in. 

Extreme draft at full load, about 26 feet 6 in. 

The dimensions of the unsheathed vessels are: 

Length on load water line, 502 feet. 

Breadth, extreme, 69 feet, 6 in. 

Trial displacement, about 13,400 tons. 

Mean draft at trial displacement, about 24 feet 6 in. 

Extreme draft at full load, about 26 feet 6 in. 

Provision has been made for a total bunker capacity 
of 2,000 tons. The ships will be propelled by twin 
screw, 4 cylinder, triple expansion engines of 23,000 in- 
dicated horse power, having a stroke of 4 feet and run- 
ning at about 120 revolutions per minute. There are 
30 boilers in 8 separate water-tight compartments, rep- 
resenting a total of 1,590 square feet of grate surface 
and 68,000 square feet of heating surface. The boilers 
will supply steam to the propelling engines at a pressure 
of about 250 pounds per square inch, which should give 
a speed to each vessel of at least 22 knots per hour. 

The armament of each of the 6 cruisers will consist 
of four 8-inch guns, mounted in pairs in two Hichborn 
electrically controlled, elliptical, balanced turrets, placed 
on the middle line, one forward and one aft, each 
having an are of train of at least 270 degrees. On the 
upper deck, at the corners of the superstructure there 
will be four 6-inch guns, mounted in sponsons, one in 
each corner, and each having either a bow or stern fire, 
with an are of train of at least 145 degrees. There will 
be, in addition, the gun-deck battery of ten 6-inch guns 
forming a broadside, five on each side, the are of fire of 
each being mot dess than 110 degrees, or at least 55 
degrees forward.and 55 degrees abaft the beam, ex- 
cepting in the case of the forward pair, which are so 
arranged as to; be capable of direct ahead fire. There 
will also be a very formidable secondary battery consist- 
ing of eighteen 3-inch breech-loading rifies, twelve 3- 
pounders, two machine guns and six automatic guns of 
small calibre, mounted in the most commanding posi- 
tions practicable, and having large acres of fire. In the 
lower top there will be two automatic 1-pounders, and 
in the upper military top a single-shot 1-pounder. In 
these vessels, as in all others of recent design, there 
will be no above-water torpedo tubes, but provision is 
made for two sub-marine torpedo tubes located in one 
compartment forward, fitted for the long, 18-inch White- 
head torpedo. 

For the guns above enumerated, there will be carried 
500 rounds of 8-inch ammunition, 2,000 rounds of 6-inch, 
4,500 rounds of 14-pounder, 6,000 rounds of 3-pounder, 
2,000 rounds of 1-pounder automatic and 1,200 rounds 
of 1-pounder heavy ammunition. The magazines have 
been specially designed with a view to absolute security 
in all climates, special provision being made to reduce 
their temperature, if necessary, by means of connec- 
tions with the cooling plant of the vessel. 

The armored protection of the vessels will consist of a 
water-line belt 7 feet 6 inches in width, extending from 
the bow to the stern of the vessel for a distance of 
about 244 feet; abreast of the engines and boilers this 
armor will be 6 inches in thickness for its upper edge, 
maintaining this thickness for a distance of 4% feet 
downward, from which point it tapers to 5 inches at its 


lower edge. The belt is to be completed to the bow ang 
stern by armored plates of a uniform thickness of 3% 
inches. Above the water-line belt the side will be pro. 
tected for a = a feet by a belt 5 inches jp 
thickness, exte from the top of the water-line belt 
to the main deck. At the ends of this armor there 
will be armored bulkheads 4 inches in thickness, gp» 
forming an inclosed citadel or casemate within which 
the ten G-inch guns of the broadside battery ay 
mounted. The four 6-inch guns on the upper deck, gt 
the corners of the superstructure, are protected by 5-inch 
armor casemates. The turrets for 8-in. guns wil] 
be 6 inches in thickness with 64-inch port ptates ang 
1%-inch nickel steel to; The barbettes of the 8-inch 
turrets will have a uniform thickness of 6 inches, ang 
the ammunition tubes, extending from the turret to the 
rotective deck, will have a uniform thickness of 3 
nches. The conning tower will be 9 inches in thick. 
ness, with a 2-inch nickel-steel top, and from its base 
to the ae nage deck there will be an armored tube 
five inches in thickness and of sufficient diameter not 
only to permit of the accommodation of speaking tu 
etc., but also access to the conning tower from below 
the protective deck. The signal tower, aft, will be 5 
inches in thickness. A complete oil tempered and 


annealed nickel-steel protective deck, 1% inches thick 
on the flat and 4 inches thick on the sloping sides, is to 
extend the entire length of the vessel, and a cellulose 


cofferdam belt, 3 inches in thickness, as an additional 
protection against water-line damage which might affect 
the stability, will be worked along both sides, above 
the protective deck, for the entire length of the vessel,

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DESERTIONS IN THE NAVY AND MARINE 
CORPS. 


The Secretary of the Navy has recently sent the fol- 
lowing letter, which is self-explanatory, to the Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation and to the Commandant of the 


Marine Corps: “The Department has noted during the 
past year a marked increase in the number of trials 
by general courts-martial. Due allowance is, of course, 
made for the recent increase of the enlisted force, the 
arduous character of the duties devolving upon the 
Navy at the present time, and the necessity of estab- 
lishing among men recently taken into the service and 
maintaining generally a high standard of discipline. 
Nevertheless, it is believed that with proper preliminary 
investigation resort to courts-martial may, in many in- 
stances, at least be avoided. 

“As bearing upon this matter attention is particularly 
called to the uirements of Article 1073 of the Regu- 
lations for the Government of the Navy, the provisions 
of which are intended to prevent ‘unnecessarv recourse 
to courts of inquiry and general courts-martial.’ 

“The Department desires to emphasize the provi- 
sions of this article, but deems it proper, instead of 
issuing a General Order on the subject, to communicate 
its views to the Bureau as the instrumentalitv through 
which, so far as officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
are concerned, matters of disciplfme are brought to at- 
tention. 

“In this connection comment may appropriately be 
made upon the importance of placing before the con- 
vening authority, when trial by general court-martial is 
recommended, such full and complete particulars re 
specting the circumstances attending the commission of 
an offense as may be obtainable. While the statement 
or confession of the accused is evidence, it is desirable 
to have, in addition, corroborating evidence whenever 
possible, even where it is shown, as it always should 
be, that incriminating admissions were made voluntarily. 
and not induced by ‘threats, promise. or hope of favor 
held out to the ports in respect to his escape from the 
charge against him by a person in authority.’ Some 
record or other evidence should be set forth or cited 
aside from that which comes from the accused himself, 
showing that an offense was committed, its nature, 
and, as far as practicable, its attending circumstances. 
Embarrassment in the preparation of charges and speci- 
fications frequently arises from a want of knowledge on 
the part of the convening authority of details which 
should have been set forth in the reports of the offense; 
such, for illustration, as the value of articles stolen 
where theft is charged; record evidence of time, place 
and manner of leaving the service where desertion ot 
absence without leave is alleged, etc. 

“The making. of full investigation and reports in pur 
suance of the requirements of Article 1073 of the Navy 
Regulations, as above indicated, will, the Departmen 
is satisfied, tend mat rially to diminish the number of 
courts-martial ordered, and will promote rrecision in the 
preparation of charges and specifications in cases where 
the interests of the service render trial by court-martial 
necessary. 

“In furtherance of the purposes hereinbefore outlined, 
it is desired that whenever cases which have been im- 
perfectly investigated or reported reach the Bureau they 
be, if necessary, returned to the officer from whom they 
were received for further report, or otherwise be made 
complete before submission to the Department. 

“A letter similar to the foregoing has to-day beet 
addressed to the Commandant of the Marine Corps.”

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LAUNCH OF THE NEVADA. 


The monitor Nevada was successfully launched from 
the yards of the Bath Iron Works, Bath, Me., on Nov. 
24 in the presence of a large crowd of spectators. Miss 
Annie Curtis Boutelle, daughter of Congressman C. A. 
Boutelle, christened the vessel. 

The ceremony connected with the launching was some- 
thing similar to that used in launching large vessels from 
European yards. After preparations had n perfected 
by the crews of workmen the sliding cradles were held 
on the ways by triggers. Above these hung heavy 
weights, which, supported by a line, extended over the 
launching platform. When the word was given Miss 
Boutelle cut this line and the, weights fell on the trig- 
gers, throwing the latter out of position and allowing the 
sliding cradies with their mammoth burden to start 
toward the stream. 

As soon as the line was severed, General Superintend- 
ent Hyde handed Miss = a bottle of American 
champagne which she deftly broke the bow. 
christening the craft Nevada. The main reason why 
the vessel attracted more than ordinary attention was 
that while the Bath Iron Works have built a number of 
vessels for the new Navy, they have, with the excep- 
tion of the ram Katahdin, been small gunboats and tor- 
pedo boats. The monitor is the largest government ves- 
sel in point of tonnage of any that Maine has ever built. 

This monitor is one of the four authorized by Con- 
gress, the contracts for which were awarded the New- 

vort News Shipbuilding Company, of Newport News, 

Ja.; the Bath Iron Works, Lewis Nixon, Elizabethport, 
N. J., and the Union Works, San Francisco. 

The official dimensions of the Nevada are: Length 
252 feet, extreme beam 50 feet, draught 12 feet 6 inches, 
displacement 3,234 tons. P 

The batteries consist of two 12-inch guns, four 4-inch 
rapid-fire guns, three 6-pounders and four 1-pounders. 

The turrets for the 12-inch rifles are of the balanced 
sort. Electricity will be utilized throughout in handling 
turret turning gear, ammunition hoists and ventilating 
blowers. 

The contract speed for this monitor is 11.5 knots. The 
plan of hull of the craft resembles that of the Monterey. 

A windlass has been planned which will be located 
snug under the turret and just forward of it, the whole 
enclosed in a raised structure. The chain leads 
in on deck from over the bow, and then passes through 
an opening in the deck to the windlass and the windlass 
is placed on the berth deck. It has been found in service 
practically impossible to keep water from coming down 
through this opening, plugs and stoppers not sufficing at 
all. 
There will be two sets of engines of the vertical, in- 
verted cylinder, direct acting, triple expansion type, 

laced in one compartment. They are designed to 
Sevelop a collective horse we of 2,400 units, and in at- 
taining this development the engine must be turned up to 
200 revolutions per minute. Steam will be taken from 
water tube boilers and will be carried for a full working 
power at 250 pounds pressure to the square inch. The 
four water ais boilers provided for each ship will be 
placed in one fore and aft compartment, two boilers on 
each side, and will furnish a total heating surface of 
8,800 square feet and at least 200 square feet of grate 
surface. 

The armor protection of the new craft will consist of 
an 11-inch belt on the hull, extending the full length of 
the vessel, and tapering at the top to 5 inches and at 
the bottom to three. The turret armor will be 10 inches 
thick, while the conning tower will have 7 inches of 
armor and the protective deck will be 1% inches thick.

THE FIGHT IN MARINDUQUE.

The detachment remained 
at that point over night and proceeded eastward onety 
the next morning. About five miles along the trail 
they ran across twenty men who opened fire on them as 
they were crossing a river. They dispersed the party 
and destroyed a garrison near that point that was held 
by sixty men.

The party stopped at Turijos over night, and at 
2:35 the following morning they proceeded eastward 
until 5 o’clock, when, while passing round a defile of

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DEPARTMENT OF ALASKA. 


Brig. Geo. M. Randall, U. S. V., commanding the 
Department of Alaska, in his annual report states 
among other things that upon his arrival at Nome it was 
difficult to obtain convictions by jury trial in the United 
States Commissioner’s Office, which emboldened the 
lawless. Labor organizations prevented men from 
working for less than $1 an hour and were the cause 
of much destitution and want and destruction of prop- 
erty. 

In June, 1900, 18,000 people arrived in Nome, and 
claim jumping was the order of the day. Many of the 
property owners were disposed to defend their rights by 
taking the law into their own hands, and the arrival of 
the troops prevented serious disorder. 

The military took charge, thoroughly examined into 
all complaints, and, where the rights of property could 
be determined, placed it in the possession ef the lawful 
owners. 

There is a large area of country which has not been 
prospected and where gold can yet be found, but it 
requires men of experience to develop such a country. , 

It has been decided to establish a permanent military 
station on the island of St. Michael. 

General Randall is of the opinion that a life-saving 

station in the vicinity of Nome is essential, and advo- 
cates that lighthouses with fog whistles be established 
in Southeast Alaska at various points. A _ military 
reservation at Dutch Harbor and a coaling station is 
also advocated. 
_ He recommends that the Government afford some re- 
lief to the natives, but says he thinks it a mistake for 
the Government to give general aid in the future to the 
venturesome classes of white men who go to Alaska. 
The revenue cutter Bear has been distributing supplies 
to the destitute natives, while others in the vicinity of 
St. Michael have been cared for by the commanding 
officer at that post. The work of Lieutenant Jarvis is 
highly commended.

FATHERS OF WEST POINT BOYS. 


(From the New York “Herald’’.) 

There has of late been a great deal written and said 
about the parentage of the young men who have recently 
been and are being trained as soldiers of the nation 
at West Point. The statement has been made that fav- 
oritism has controlled the nominations, and that there 
have been frequent discriminations in favor of certain 
callings. 

To ascertain the exact truth a recent examination 
of the records of about six hundred candidates for the 
last ten years has been made, and it shows that almost 
every calling is quite well represented. There were 
149 sons of farmers, 115 sons of merchants, 100 sons of 
lawyers, 65 sons of Army officers, 37 sons of manut'ac 
turers, 32 sons of mechanics, 20 sons of insurance agents, 
19 sons of real estate agents, 14 sons of clergymen, 13 
sons of editors, bankers and bookkeepers, 10 sons of 
druggists, 9 sons of traveling agents, 8 sons of school 
teachers and 6 sons of dentists. 
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RELICS OF WAR. 


Comdr. G. W. Baird, U. 8. N., Superintendent of State, 
War and Navy Buildings, in his annual report gives 2 
list of relics in his custody of which he says: 

“From the number of bronze equestrian statues of 
great soldiers in our city, one would get the idea that 
we were a war-like people. But we believe we ere 
a peace-loving people, separated from the war-like na- 
tions by a great ocean. But when we recollect that we 
had eight years of war to gain our independence, and 
that we have been almost constantly at war with our 
Indians, to say nothing of our brush with Tripoli, scrim- 
mage with Mexico, unpleasantness in Civil War, and 
target practice with Spain, we awake to the conscious- 


ness of belligerency. Passing from the equestrian 
statues, which we have seen so often, we may find works 
of art in some beautiful bronze guns which the Secretary 
of War has placed on the north front, and the Secc- 
retary of the Navy has placed on the east front, of 


the State, War, and Navy Department Building. 
“Among this collection are trophies from all our foreign 

wars. Among the most interesting are two bronze guas. 

named ‘St. Matthew’ and ‘St. Mark’ (‘San Mateo’ and 


‘San Marco’), captured in Mexico. They belonged to 
a battery of four guns. ‘St. Luke’ is at Governors 
Island, N. Y., and ‘St John’ is at the Burchard Library 
in Fremont, Ohio. It was the custom of the Spaniards 
to name their guns, some for saints, some for warriors, 
ete.”

TONNAGE OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The report of the Commissioner of Navigation, Mr. 
Chamberlain, shows that for the first time since the 
civil war the documented tonnage of the United States 
exceeds 5,000,000 gross tons. On June 30, 1900, Ameri- 
can documented tonnage comprised 23,333 vessels of 
5,164,893 gross tons, an increase of 300,000 tons over the 
previous fiscal year. Our maximum tonnage was 5,539,- 
813 tons in 1861. Our shipping was then larger than 
Great Britain’s and nearly equalled the British Empire’s. 
British shipping now amounts to 14,261,000 gross tons. 

American vessels are almost wholly confined to the 
coasting trade, which employed last year 4,338,145 tons, 
or more than the total tonnage of Germany and. France. 
Our tonnage in the foreign trade was only 816,795 tons, 
and carried last year only 9 per cent. of ‘our exports 
and imports. A century ago American shipping regis- 
tered for foreign trade was 669,921 tons, while this ton- 
nage now in the thirteen original States amounts to 
482,907 tons. 

Since 1890 the world’s steamships have increased 
from 12,985,000 gross tons to 22,369,000 gross tons, sail 
vessels have decreased from 9,166,000 tons to 6,674,000 
tons, and the effective carrying power of the world’s 
merchant fleets has increased 60 per cent. In 1890 there 
were 218 ocean steamships of 4,000 tons or over, while 
now 980 such steamships aggregating 5,600,000 tons con- 
stitute one-fourth of the world’s steam tonnage. 


ARMY DOCTORS’ DEBT TO DR. SAYRE. 


The following incident in the life of Dr. Lewis A. 
Sayre, who died, at 80 years of age, in New York on 
Sept. 21, will be of interest to Army folk. When a 
oun medical student at the College of Physicians and 

urgeons in New York one of the operating physicians 
was about to cut off an Irishman’s leg, but before be- 
ginning the operation gave a long talk to the students 
on amputations. The Irishman lay on the operating- 
table in full possession of his faculties, and as he listened 





to the discourse he grew whiter and whiter. Finally 
he jumped from the operating-table crying, “Get me 
me breeches, be gob; I'll die with me leg on!” And 


with that he was out of the room. 

Dr. Sayre found him several days later with his knee 
badly swollen. The young doctor promptly cut open 
the knee but saved the leg. One day he had no lint to 
bind the wound, so he used the tow stuffing sticking out 
of an old horsehair sofa. When he called again he 
found the ‘wound so much improved that he reasoned 
that tow, dipped in Peruvian balsam, would not only 
disinfect a wound, but would keep it free from pus. 
This was the foundation of one of the most satisfactory 
successes he ever had in surgery. It was the means of 
introducing into the Army the use of tarred hemp, or 
oakum, as a dressing for wounds.

NAVY AND ARMY HEALTH AT MANILA, 


The Washington correspondent of the New York 
“Evening Post” remarks that it has been noticed on all 
sides that in spite of the large number of soldiers who 
have been invalided in the Philippines and sent home on 
the transports for medical treatment here, or under dis- 
charge orders, the health of the Navy in Philippine 
waters has remained fairly good. This has caused some 
wonder, when it is remembered that the sailors are 
crowded together between the ships’ decks, and that the 
ships are apt to absorb heat on their exposed sides, so as 
to keep up a high temperature inside the hulls. One of 
the most experienced officers in the naval medical corps, 
speaking of this phenomenon, said: P 

“The Navy has an advantage over the Army in 
sanitary matters from the fact that the men are more 
directly under the eyes of their officers at all times. 
There is a smaller number of men assigned to the juris- 
diction of each officer, for one thing, and then the officers 
know pretty well where the men are. It is true, when 
things are quiet the men are given shore leave in con- 
siderable numbers, but usually for only twenty-four 
hours, and sailors of the class that are likely to get into 
trouble through reckless disregard of the rules of health

So far, the larger part of 
our sick list in the Philippines has been treated withoyt 
much difficulty at the naval hospitals at Cavite anj 
Yokohama, and their invalidism has been of rather short 
duration. If the relations of the United States with the 
Philippines were wholly naval, we shouid not have gp 
much to dread from service in the tropics.” 
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A NEW KNITTED UNDERWEAR FABRIC.

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Through the ‘Literary ”* we get the ideas of 
a French maritime engineer, M. Diobs, who has recently 
suggested a method of discovering and extinguishing 
fre on shipboard, especially that arising from_spon- 
taneous combustion in the cargo. To give warning of 
fre or of a rise of temperature that may lead to it, he 
would ‘distribute throughout the cargo vertical metallic 
tubes ending at the bridge. Into these, from time to 
time, thermometers could be lowered to ascertain the 
temperature.” ‘Then he would place in the midst of 
the cargo a large cask containing “lime and communi- 
cating by a small tube with the bridge. In case of fire 
in the hull, sulphuric acid is poured into the tube and 
yiolent production of carbonic acid gas takes place, which 
smothers all combustion. Water can be used only for 
fires in the open air, for if a fire of any importance in 
a ship’s hold should be treated with water, a sudden 
burst of steam would take place that would be attended 
with disastrous results.” 

The “St. James’s Gazette” describes the rifle “in- 
frascope,” an instrument widely used in the South 
African campaign and intended to make it possible to see 
er shoot “around a corner.” William Youlton, its in- 
yentor, has, it is stated, adapted the instrument to the 
sighting of a rifle in such an effective way that it is 
possible to take accurate aim and to fire over the edge 
of a wall or trench without any part of the body being 
visible to the enemy. To accomplish this, it is neces- 
sary to attach a cenpecery stock to the rifle, which forms 
a new butt for the shoulder, bringing the original butt 
to the level of the head. The infrascope itself is at- 
tached to the rifle just behind the back sight, and the 
instrument is so arranged that the sight line is re- 
flected to the new level of the eye when the portable 
stock is attached. The whole apparatus is extremely 
simple and portable. 

It is said that several of the European general staffs 
are studying the feasibility of organizing special corps 
something after the Boer model. The principal diffi- 
culty lies in the limited supply of horses at the com- 
mand of the various governments, with the exception of 
Russia. The last equine census in that country is stated 
to have shown considerably more than 10,000, horses 
fit for war purposes. 

An official version from Berlin of the recent affray 
between German and British soldiers at Shanghai says 
two Germans had trouble with the landlord of a tea- 
house, and a British police patrol arrested the Germans. 
At the guard-house the Germans resisted. One of them 
was shot in the shoulder and the other was also wounded. 
It is said that the conduct of the Germans caused the 
affray, but it is added that the British exceeded their 
powers. The British authorities have suspended a ser- 
geant and dealt with the matter in a spirit of fairness. 


The Reichstag bill providing for a third supplementary 
credit on account of the China ex ition fixes the 
salary of Field Marshal Count von aldersee at 150,- 
000 marks ($37,500) annually, with large extras. The 
division commanders will receive 65,000 marks ($16,250) 
and extras, and lower officers will be paid proportion- 
ately. These are five times the rates of the salaries paid 
at home, 

The French Naval authorities have issued a circular

‘were present, and a small Portuguese =v Fn pan- 
ish battleship and the Hnglish cruiser Pactolus entered 
the port to salute the soverei The French have 
recently honored their dead sailor and soldier patriots 
with two statues, one of which was dedicated at Port 
Said, Egypt, on Oct. 28. It is in bronze, and represents 
an officer pressing close to his body the beloved tri- 
color. ‘The officers and men of the Cassard took part in 
the cerenronies, which were held under consular auspices. 
At Brest, France, the soldiers and sailors of Brittany 
‘were remembered with a shaft erected to commemorate 
their services for their country, which was officially in- 
augurated on Novy. 1 by the Minister of War in the 
presence of an immense concourse. A Russian battle- 
ship visited the port for the occasion. 

The German Maritime League is growing with great 
rapidity. Established about two years ago, it has now 
600,000 members, distributed among 1, “centers,” 
which embrace all parts of the Empire. 

Virginia coal is being tried in the French Navy, and 
on Noy. 19 the Cecille and Suchet took on a supply at 
Norfolk under instructions, it is said, from the French 
Minister of Marine.

Mareuil has been mounted and presented to the officers 
of the Nottinghamshire Yeomanry, and is now on view 
in a London shop. Imagine that some English soldier- 
peer, say Lord Methuen, had volunteered for service in 
the Spanish Army during the Cuban war, and had been 
killed by an American shell, and that the shell had been 
mounted to be preserved as a trophy by an American 
regiment; should we consider this a decent or a friendly 
act? Or should we denounce it with all the strong lan- 
guage at our command as an outrage alike on good taste 
and on international friendship? A British officer writ- 
ing to me on the subject says: “Thank God for one 
thing; it is not regular soldiers who have been guilty of 
this act.” But there is no similar consolation open to 
the auxiliary forces or to Englishmen at large.

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HOW TO REACH OUR NEW POSSESSIONS, 


Mail matter passing between tse United States and 
Porto Rico, Guam, Hawaii and the Philippine Islands 
bears the same rate of postage as matter within the 
United States. United States postage stamps are valid 
in either direction. The same rates apply to Cuba and 
China where the letters are marked “Soldier's Letter,” 
“Sailor's Letter,’ “Marine's Letter,” to indicate the 
branch of the service to which the writer belongs. Let- 
ters from the United States to members of the services 
in Cuba are charged domestic postage, viz.: wetters, for 
each ounce or fraction thereof, 2 cents; cards 
(single), 1 cent; postal cards (double), 2 cents; newspa- 
pers, for every four ounces or fraction tnereof, 1 cent. 
ce Department will send all mail for China 
via San Francisco to Nagasaki, where it will be separated, 
and that intended for soldiers in the poagames will be 
sent to Manila, and that for soldiers in the inese service 
will be forwarded to Taku and distributed to Tien-Tsin 
and elsewhere. Mark the letter “China, via San Fran- 
cisco."* All mails for the military and naval forces of the 
United States addressed for delivery in Chiaa or J 
will be made up in separate c es by R. P. O. es 
and post offices and labeled “ cisco—China—Mili- 
tary and Naval Mail.” Tnese mails are distributed in the 
San Francisco Post Office and are made up in packages 
addressed to the various companies, regiments or vessels, 
to insure the utmost promptness in delivery at destina- 
tion. All mails for the military and naval forces of the 
United States stationed in China and Japan must be for- 
warded to San Francisco, as above described, unless paid 
at postal union rates and specially addressed to be for- 
warded otherwise. 

The mail address for vessels of the Navy will be found 
in our Navy Table. 

In addressing persons in the services, be particular to 
put the company and regiment or organization ise r- 
sons belong to on the letters or packages, and in Navy 
communications be careful to add the name of the vessel 
and the rank of a person, if he has any.
